Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 1. — Two men 
were killed and thirteen injured by 
an explosion in converter No. 3 o£ 
the Edgar Thomson plant of the U. 
S. Steel Corporation at North Brad- 
do(;k, seven miles east of here, today. 

The two men killed were foreign- 
ers. Six of the men injured were 
Americans, and the other a Slav. All 
were removed to an hospital in this 
city, where it was said their injuries 
were not serious. 

No official statement of the cause 
of the explosion has been issued, but 
old converter mill men say tile cause 
could hardly be other than that some 
of' the" molteri metal sifted ' through 
the soapstone lining of the converter 
and came -in contact with the steel 
sheathing, which perhaps was damp. 
When the explosion occurred 'the bot- 
tom of the converter dropped out, 
throwing 1,500 tons of molten metal 
in the pit' where ' fifteen men were 
working at the ladles. There was no 
explosion when the hot mass of steel 
struck the bottom of the pit, but in- 
stead flames of burning gas were sent 
up which burned the men In the pit. 

The two men who were killed had 
been working under the converter, 
and their bodies were terribly mangl- 
ed. The force of the explosion blew 
the i»heet iron roof off of the converter 
mill and caused two of the walls to 
collapse, besides breaking all the 
windows in the vicinity. 

It partially destroyed the ware- 
houses near the converting shed. 

Sudden Death at Nicola 

Nicola, Jan. 1.— Georgo Hilllard, 
hotelkeeper and formerly blacksmith 
of Nicola, died very suddenly of heart 
failure. About three months ago he 
went into the hotel business and leas- 
ed the Riley house. He had onltf.becn 
in business about a month when the 
building with all Its contents was 
consumed by fire, many of the board- 
ers narrowly escaping with their lives. 
Later the license he held was can- 
celled.

Farmer's Mysterious Death. 
Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 1. — John A. 
Burton, a farmer living four miles 
north of Churchvllle, was found dead 
today. Shortly before noon a hired 
man employed by Mr. Burton, and who 
has always gone under the name of 
"Shorty," appeared at: the house of a 
neighbor and said that he believed his 
employer was dead. The neighbors 
immediately started for the Bruton 
home, and when they reached it they 
found 1 the house in a state of confu- 
sion. With his head resting on the 
floor, lay the body of the dead farmer. 
Bruton was forty years of age, and 
lived on the farm with only the hired 
man. 



PLATINU M IN CARIBOO 

Samples of Black Sand Analysed Show 
Three Ounces of Metal to 
the Ton 



Ashcroft, Jan. 1. — Some time ago 
samples of black sand from the prop- 
erty of James Deacon at Quesnel were 
sent to W. E. Baldwin of Glens Falls, 
N. Y„ by C. H. Unverzagt. Mr. 
Baldwin reported the results of his 
analysis in the following letter to Mr. 
Unverzagt: 

"Dear Sir — When I was in your city 
last I called on you and you will re- 
member you gave me a sample of sand 
which you thought contained platinum. 
I find that this sand contains about 
3 ounces of platinum to the ton. If 
your peoplo can concentrate this ma- 
terial and can get large quantities it 
would probably pay to work. Sup- 
pose you investigate and then give me 
another sample to investigate."

Bomb Factory Found 

Sebastopol, Russia, Jan. 1. — One of 
the most complete bomb factories ever 
discovered in Russia has been un- 
earthed at a farmhouse twenty miles 
from here. It consists of. a complete 
apparatus for manufacturing high 
explosives. Twenty-seven loaded 
bombs of the most destructive type, 
and one hundred and twenty such im- 
plements in an unfinished condition, 
were seized and three men were ar- 
rested at the house.

ARMED JAPANESE 
ATTACK FIREMEN 



Three Members of Vancouver 
Department Are Badly 
Wounded 

SLASHED WITH KNIVES 



One May Be Mortally Injured- 
Affair Result of an 
Accident 



Vancouver, B. C, Jan. 1. — Three city 
firemen, Frost, Anderson and McDon- 
ald, were set upon by a small mob of 
knife-armed Japanese early this morn- 
ing at the corner of Powell street and 
Gore avenue, two blocks from the po- 
lice station. 

The men were clothed in distinctive 
uniforms, with brass buttons, and the 
attack of the Japanese is all the more 
serious for that reason. 

By accident Frost fell against the 
window of a Japanese store and 
smashed the plate glass. In an In- 
stant the Japanese proprietor rush- 
ed out. Many of his countrymen im- 
mediately came to join in the fight 
for it was in the center of the Japa- 
nese district that the incident oc- 
curred. 

The firemen are athletic young men 
but they were overpowered after a 
fight, when the flesh of their faces 
had been torn into ribbons by the 
razor-like knives the Orientals car- 
ried. 

Frost is probably mortally hurt, for 
his neck was cut and slashed and 
laid open for four inches, and two 
inches deep, alongside the jugular 
vein. The men were frightfully mang- 
led but McDonald and Anderson were 
still fighting over the body of Frost 
when a squad of police arrived. 

Four Japanese were arrested and the 
three firemen were taken to the hos- 
pital. 

The Japanese fought like demons, 
and some of the knives they carried 
were a foot long.

BAR ROOM BRAWL 



Joseph Ethier Dies in Vancou- 
ver From Wound — Assail- 
ant in Custody 



Vacouver, B. C, Jan. 1. — Joseph 
Ethier, the rancher, of Vernon, who 
was shot on Monday night by Geo. 
McCalla following a saloon brawl, died 
today. 

Ethier and McCalla, who were both 
old residents of the province, had 
been drinking heavily and met in the 
Victoria hotel bar. Ethier was abu- 
sive and insulting. McCalla pulled his 
gun and fired one shot into the ceiling. 
Ethier ran for the door and McCalla 
shot him in the back. McCalla is un- 
der arrest. 



BALLOONS IN WAR 



Lieutenant Laha Predicts Important 
Part for Dirigible Ships of 
the Air 



Washington, Jan. 1. — Lieutenant F. 
P. Laha, Li. S. A., who in September, 
1906, won for the United States the 
International balloon contest in 
France, and who has returned to this 
country after four years spent in 
Europe, will report to General Allen, 
chief of the signal corps, for duty at 
Washington. 

Lieut. Laha in an interview today 
said that in his opinion the dirigible 
balloon as an Instrument of war is 
destined to play an important part in 
future operations on land and sea. 

"The chief war advantage of the 
dirigible or wind-opposing balloon 
over the old spherical or wind-driven 
balloon," he said, "is that the former 
after spying out an enemy's defences 
and movements can face about and re- 
turn to its own army with the Infor- 
mation gained, while the old spherical 
vehicle has to depend on carrier 
pigeons or make a more or less peril- 
ous and uncertain descent and re- 
sort to ordinary means to send back.

Hamiota, Man., Jan. 1.— A shocking 
occurrence took place here yesterday 
in tho death of Genevlve, daughter of 
R. E. Hunter, jeweler, from strychnine 
poisoning. AVhllo playing around the 
house the. child In some manner got 
possession of some poison, putting it 
Into her mouth. Death ensued within 
one hour.

Mission Endowment Fund. 

Boston, Jan. I. — The Prudential 
committee of tho American board of 
commissioner for foreign missions de- 
cided today after a discussion ex- 
tending over two weeks to inaugu- 
rate at once a plan to secure for tho 
twenty colleges and fifteen theologi- 
cal training schools in the far east 
and other foreign quarters connected 
witli the board a permanent endow- 
ment fund for $2,000,000. 

Talk of Second Coffin. 

London, Jan. 1. — The. attorneys of 
George Ifollainby Druce, the claimant 
for the vast estate of the Duke of 
Portland, and for the Duke's title, have 
given out a statement expressing dis- 
satisfaction over the conduct of the 
exhumation of the body of Thomas 
Charles Druce, bocauso tho floor of the 
vault was not opened. They say that 
their representative at tho exhumation 
was Instructed to demand that this be 
done, because they had received letters 
that a second coffin containing Hiad 
would be found there. 



FLAG ON THE S CHOOLS 

Mennonites in Manitoba Want to Be 
Exempted From Government 
Regulations 



Winnipeg, Jan. 1. — Trouble is 
brewing In the Mennonlte districts of 
Die province on account of the govern- 
ment's compulsory policy of flying the 
Union Jack over all the public school 
houses of the province, on pain of 
losing their government grants. These 
people have not been flying the flag 
as regularly as the new regulation de- 
mands, and the government has de- 
cided to enforce the law and withhold 
tho grant. 

Yesterday a large number of repre- 
sentative Mennonito citizens, composed 
of bishops, ministers and representa- 
tives from all the different Mennonlte 
districts, waited on the government 
and wero closeted witli the ministers 
for some time. The delegation urged 
that the government amend the school 
ac,t at the ensuing session of the 
House, so that the Mennonite people 
might bo exempt from the necessity of 
flying the flag on their schools. 

Tho government heard tho repre- 
sentatives and discussed the matter 
with them, but made them 110 definite 
promise that the proposed amendment 
would, he introduced as they had ask- 
ed for it. Tlie government, however, 
promised to give the matter its at- 
tention. 



Death From Excessive Drinking 
Vancouver, B. C, Jan. 1. — George 
Black died early this morning from 
over-intoxication in a sporting house 
in the new Harris street district. An 
inquest will be held tomorrow. An 
organized effort to suppress the houses 
may be made as a result. 



MODERNISM CHARGE 
AGAINST DR. HANNA 

Opponents of His Candidature 
Say That is Not Or- 
thodox 



Rome, Jan. 1. — Accusations of mod- 
ernism against the Rev. Edward J. 
Hanna, of Rochester, N. Y., over his 
candidature for tho position of coad- 
jutor archbishop of San Francisco, are 
increasing as the day draws near for 
tho meeting of the Congregation of 
tho Propaganda, in whose hands lies 
the power of appointment. Cardinal 
Gotti, prefect of the Congregation of 
the Propaganda, has received from 
Dr. Hanna a long letter explaining his 
writings, which caused the accusa- 
tions of modernism to be made against 
him, and also stating the orthodoxy of 
his opinions. 

Archbishop Riordan, of San Fran- 
cisco, also has sent to the cardinals 
composing the Congregation of the 
Propaganda copies of the New York 
Review, published by I. F. Brady, and 
containing articles by Dr. ITanan en- 
titled "The Human Knowledge of 
Christ." There were brought forward 
as being tainted with modernism, and 
emphasizing the fact that the Jesuit 
priest Tyrrell' also contributed to the 
same review. 

Defenders of Dr. Hanna say the al- 
leged Incriminating passages are only 
the exposition of thoughts of other 
writers. Dr. Hanna believing that the 
time had not yet come for the con- 
struction of a perfect theological 
treatise on tho human knowledge of 
Christ. 



CAUGHT BY FAILURE 



Calgary People May Lose Through the 
Collapse of B, C. General Con- 
tract Company 



Calgary, Jan. 1. — In all classes of 
business with which they were con- 
nected it is now well understood that 
the B. C. General Contracting com- 
pany has failed, and there are a great 
many of the men who were subcon- 
tractors under them who have not re- 
ceived their money. 

The lumber men and brick men who 
furnished the material for the Normal 
school which this company has been 
erecting, have not received pay for 
the material which they have sup- 
plied, although the B. C. Contract 
company have been paid in full by 
the government. 

This contract company was sup- 
posed to be one of the strongest oper- 
ating in the province. They had a 
great deal of the irrigation work con- 
tracted for with the C. P. I. C. com- 
pany, and in addition, have extensive 
works under process of construction 
in British Columbia. 

The men who are in danger of los- 
ing their money in the Normal school 
deal are placed in a peculiar position. 
In an ordinary case of this kind, If the 
building were the property of a pri- 
vate individual, or the school board of 
the city Itself, all that would be nec- 
essary to do would be to tile a lien 
and proceed to sue for the money. No 
deposit is necessary and the matter 
can be proceeded with immediately. 

In the case of the Normal school, 
property of the King, it is different. 
The lien can be registered, but when 
one comes to ' enforce it he must first 
got the permission of the government 
against whom the suit Is to bo press- 
ed to proceed in the matter. Also, 
according to a lawyer who Is employ- 
ed In this case, a deposit about double 
the amount of the lien must be placed 
hi tho hands of the government, and 
If the suit fall then the deposit is for- 
feited to the crown. 



Cabinet Council at Ottawa. 

Ottawa, Jan. 1. — At today's cabinet 
council the legislative incisures to 
he introduced this session wero dis- 
cussed, and the inland revenuo bill 
was under discussion. 



New York Central's Rebates 

New York, Jan. 1. — Judge Hough 
refused to sustain a demurrer against 
an indictment charging the New York 
Central and Hudson River Company 
with granting rebates to the American 
Sugar Refining Company, Interposed 
for re-argument by counsel for the 
railroad yesterday. The corporation has 
already been heavily lined, following 
conviction on the indictment. 



MANY NEW MILLS 
BUILT LAST YEAR 



Flour-Producing Facilities 
creased in Western 
Canada 



ADDITION, 13,600 BARRELS 



Prospect for Foreign Trade Ap- 
pears to Be Very Sat- 
isfactory 



Winnipeg, Jan. 1.— AVestern Canada 
has had a year of activity in flour mill 
building, probably the greatest in its 
history. No less than 13,(>00 barrels 
daily capacity has been added, this 
year in Canada west of the great 
lakes, this representing 17 new. mills 
and three enlargements, distributed as 
follows: Northwestern Ontario, 10,- 
500 barrels; Manitoba, 100; Saskatch- 
ewan, 825; Alberta, 1,750; British Col- 
umbia, 325. Total, 13,000. 

Capacity on December 31, 1906, 32,- 
677; total capacity at present, 46,277. 

One oatmeal mill of 200 barrels ca- 
pacity has also built in Alberta, bring- 
ing the total in that class up to 1,115 
barrels. If we add 3,290 barrels as 
representing the feed mills, we have 
in these three sets of figures, the total 
capacity of western Canada. 

But it is the Hour industry to which 
most of the public interest attaches, 
and in this department great advances 
are certainly being made. An increase 
of nearly forty per cent, in ohe year 
is a record which should . satisfy the 
outside world that Western Canada 
does not mean to disappoint in re- 
spect to the production of mill stuffs. 

Four of these mills are of unusually 
large size, and are equipped with 
everything that is modern and con- 
venient in the nature of machinery. 
Even the smallest of them are modern 
and capable of making the best flour. 
They have all been bull t_ with a view 
to doing more or less export trade. 

The fact that western Canada has 
carried out such a large construction 
programme this year shows that there 
is some warrant for the opinion which 
has become firmly established In 
flour-importing countries that Canada 
is to figure more largely hereafter in 
the world's Hour trade. " In both trans- 
Pacific and trans-Atlantic countries 
there will be an increasing quantity 
of Canadian flour offering as a result 
of the construction of these new mills. 
When the difficulties which hamper 
the transportation in Canada have 
been removed, as they are sure to be 
before long, there will be nothing to 
prevent a steady and profitable trade 
between the Pacidc provinces of the 
west and all parts of the world where 
American flour is in demand. 



GRAIN MEN LARK 



Members of Winnipeg Exchange In- 
dulge in Characteristic Celebra- 
tion at Close of Year 



Winnipeg, Jan. 1.— The closing of 
the market of 1907 on the Winnipeg 
grain exchange was celebrated in right 
royal style. Half an hour before the 
close it was fashionable to wear your 
collar turned up. Showers of wheal! 
came first, merely thrown in handfuls, 
then small sacks went sailing through 
the air and bang against the black- 
board. Wheat went flying in all dir- 
ections. 

Passengers through halls and eleva- 
tors found wheat falling in showers 
from the galleries. Next came sacks 
of Hour. There would be a yell of 
"stand from under" and down would 
plump two or three pounds of flour on 
some one's head or hat. 

Just as the gong sounded the pit was 
crowded, hands were joined and songa 
were sung. Before the last note died' 
away wheat and flour were flying in 
clouds and the members looked Ilka 
millers. After playing for another ten 
minutes three cheers and a tiger werfl 
given with a will, and tho market for 
1507, for good or ill, was closed. The 
trading room looked like chaos, but a 
happier bunch It would be hard to 
find. 

Montreal Bank Clearings 

Montreal, Jan. 1. — The bank clear-

Vancouver Liberal's Guessing 
I Who Will Be Candidate at 
Next Election 



The political game, if game it be, 
is somewhat unsettled in the city of 
Vancouver. While there is consider- 
able guessing as to who will be the 
Conservative candidate bound for vic- 
tory, there is even more uncertainty 
as to who will carry the banner for the 
followers of Sir Wilfrid. The lack 
of any information regarding the 
movements or curves of R. G. Mac- 
Rherson, member pro tem, is causing 
the s Dio ns of the Liberal ranks to do 
some exceedingly tall guessing. Their 
success in guessing, marred though 
it may have been by the obtrusion of 
AV. W. B. Molnnes at the recent pro- 
vincial elections, has not been encour- 
aging. But this of course increases 
the interest. 

As in previous election campaigns! 
the final choice regarding the matter 
appears to rest with Robert Kelly, who 
is said not to dislike, being credited 
with being the Liberal boss of Van- 
couver. But even Mr. Macpherson can 
be like a clam to Mr. Kelly. Recently 
Mr. Kelly and Senator Templeman are 
believed to have discussed the ques- 
tion, but Mr.Macpherson was out of 
the city at that time, and if he had 
been in town it is not at all unlikely 
that he would not have been invited 
to. the conference. As Mr. Kelly 
oftimes sagaciously tells his friends, 
there's a great deal that can happen 
between now and election day, es- 
pecially when election day is as far 
off as next year. 

It is an interesting fact that re- 
cent infornsation that has come from 
Vancouver, suggests that not only is 
(here a very decided question about 
Mr. Macpherson running again, but a 
considerable doubt exists regarding 
his being given the ppstmastershlp. 
Up to a few weeks ago the proposi- 
tion has been fully understood in wefll- 
iniformed political circles that Mr. 
Macpherson had the fat postoftice job 
at Vancouver to step into if the elect- 
ors through their "servants," the 
leading Liberals of the Terminal City, 
did not bring out the present mem- 
ber to stand election for another 
term. Now, the scene has changed 
sufficiently to suggest prominently the 
name of J. M. R. Greenfield, the pre- 
sent postofflee inspector, fur the job 
that Mr. Macpherson had his eye on. 
Mr. Greenfield '.is an energetic offi- 
cial, a man of some means and the 
brother-in-law of Mr. Robert Kelly. 
It .is said that he has eschewed poli- 
tics for promotion in the civil ser- 
vice. On. the . whole it would not 
greatly surprise the populace of the 
mainland town if Mr. Macpherson 
were dropped and somebody who looks 
mighty like J. H. Senkler were to op- 
pose — unsuccessfully of course, but 
with the Kelly money and the Kelly 
influence behind ■ him— either Mr. 
Cowen or Mr. Woodworth or who- 
ever happens to be the nominee of the 
Conservative party. 

When it comes to the Conservative 
party, the lower mainland appears to 
wish to know what Mr. Bowser has 
■to say about it. And ho is said to 
be. joyously munching oranges under a 
green bay tree In California Just now. 

Earl Grey's Proposal 
Ottawa, Jan. 1,— The Canadian club 
of Ottawa has issued invitations to 
the presidents of all the Canadian 
clubs in Canada to hold a meeting In 
Ottawa on January 17, to consider the 
proposal of TSarl Grey for a monument 
upon the heights of . Quebec to cele- 
brate the tercentenary, and to make 
national parks of the Plains of Abra- 
ham and other battlefields. The meet- 
ing vvill bo to consider the ways and 
moans In connection with the Gov.- 
einor-Ccneral's scheme .

ENGLISH CATHEDRALS 

Hard to Maintain Them Since Their 
Revenues Have Been Taken 

The Primate, at the concluding sitting 
of his primary visitation at Canterbury, 
remarked that it was a prosaic ques- 
tion to ask whether the cathedral body 
had within recent years ever had under 
their control sufficient funds tor main- 
taining in structural security and artis- 
tic beauty a building which was not 
merely a monument whereof Christen- 
dom was proud, but a living place of 
divine service in the largest and most 
varied sense of that weighty word ser- 
vice. Vast sums had to be spent in Can- 
terbury and elswhere in the work of 
earing" for every inch of what was old, 
and making safe that which was im- 
perilled. Whence was the money to 
come? 

Forthwith they were reminded that 
property which once belonged to our 
cathedrals and was at the disposal of 
their custodians, was now in its increas- 
ed value applied in accordance with the 
nation's will to certain other purposes, 
and this, white the fabrics of our cath- 
edrals were in need of larger outlay 
than could be very readily supplied. If 
the funds annually at the disposal of 
the cathedral's administration were not 
more than half what was now produced 
every year from property which was 
once its own, they must remember the 
purpose tip which those moneys were ap- 
plied, and that people had come forward 
to help our cathedrals. In the case of 
Canterbury 3*1,00(1 pounds had been given 
in twelve mouths by those outside. — ■ 
London .Standard.

During the week of February 24 the 
second competition for the Earl Grey 
musical and dramatic trophy will take 
place at Ottawa. A circular to that 
effect has been issued by F. C. T. 
O'Htird, f.he secretary of the commit- 
tee, in charge of the arrangements. 
The rules are as follows: 
The second annual competition for 
the trophies offered by His Excellency 
tho Governor-General will take place 
at Ottawa during the week commenc- 
ing February 24, 1908. 

Tho competition Is open to all ama- 
teur companies in Canada and New- 
foundland. The executive committee, 
j however, reservo the right to reduce 
I the number of entries from any one 
city or province in case the total num- 
ber of entries exceeds the number 
which can be handled- conveniently 
I during the week of the competition at 
Ottawa. 

All entries must be tilled with tho 
honorary secretary on or before Feb- 
ruary 1, but it is especially desired 
that all companies intending to com- 
pete should notify the honorary sec- 
retary at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

The entertainment given by each 
company shall be limited to one hour 
and a half, including all intervals for 
changes of scenery, encores, etc. 

The character of tho entertainment 
(musical or theatrical) shall be abso- 
lutely in lite discretion of the respec- 
tive companies. 

The number of performers in oach 
musical or dramatic company shall be 
limited to 75. 

Each company entering tho dra- 
matic competition shall comply with 
the following conditions: 

No person who has within the past 
live years lived by the profession of 
tho drama is eligible- it is not In- 
tended to exclude players who, whilo 
the drama is not their main 'calling! 
have accepted nominal pay from am- 
ateur dramatic associations. The stage, 
manager only «may be a professional. 

Each company entering the musical 
competition shall comply with the fol- 
lowing conditions?* 

Companies of from 25 to 50 members 
inclusive may include four profession- 
al singers or eight professional instru- 
mentalists, and companies of from 00 
to 75 members, 10 per cent, profes- 
sional singers or 20 per cent, profes- 
sional instrumentalists, provided these 
professionals arc bona lide members 
of the organization entered for the 
competition, and are not paid fur their 
services in the competition perform- 
ances or the rehearsals therefor. Com- 
panies under 25 must not have any 
professionals. 

(a) Any person who has within the 
last live years lived by tho profession 
of music, -or been paid for .services as 
soloist at concerts, is to be classed as 
a professional. 

(h) Musicians who, while music is 
not their main calling, have accepted 
nominal pay from church choirs or 
amateur musical organizations, may 
be -classed as amateurs. 

Orchestras, band and choirs which, 
as such bodies, have been paid at any 
time for performances, either private 
or public, shall be excluded. 

Conductors, so long as they are the 
regular conductors of the organiza- 
tion entered, may be either profes- 
sional for amateur and be paid for 
their services. 

Choirs or opera companies may have 
cither professional or amateur orches- 
tras as accompaniment, but If the 
former, the orchestral work shall not 
count in the score except for general 
effect. 

The choral or Instrumental pro- 
gramme shall bo left to the choice of 
the competing organizations, but it is 
suggested that choirs choose some 
j choral work, or part of one. 
i The executive committee will, bow- 
i ever, select one short piece of music 
! for choirs (for male, female or mixed 
! bodies) and another for instrumental 
j organizations (siring or brass) which 
i shall be included in the programme. 
I The selection will be made in ample 
j time for the necessary rehearsals. 
; This clause does not apply to opera 
companies.

Opportunity will lie given for re- 
hearsals In the theatre as far as pos- 
sible, commensurate with the number 
of competing companies requesting the 
same privileges. 

Each competing company is expect- 
ed to pay its own expenses, and as 
tho various companies are representing 
their respective cities or towns for the 
honor of winning his excellency's tro- 
phy, II. is thought possible that mu- 
nicipalities sending such representa- 
tive companies may assist in defray- 
ing all, or a portion of their expenses. 

Tho active members of all compet- 
ing companies will be given compli- 
mentary admission to all performances. 

The executive committee at Ottawa 
has assumed all tho expenses in con- 
nection with the rent ahd attendants 
of the theatre, programmes and tho 
theatre orchestra for the competition 
week.,

Ex-Army Officer and Female

SCANDAL IN VIENNA. 

Ambassador Slandered a Diplomat's 
Wife and Was Recalled, 

London, January 1 . — A dispatch 
from Vienna says diplomatic circles 
thpre are greatly excited over a scan- 
dal, probably without precedent, In- 
volving a gross attack on tho charac- 
ter of the wife of a dlplomt there, and 
as a result, the calumniator, a well- 
known ambassador stationed at Vien- 
na, has been sent letters of recall, 
having- already hastily left tho city. 
Tho lady in question is known to ho 
blameless in life, and devoted to her 
husband and family. 

A few days ago all the ambassadors 
and members of the diplomatic body 
received anonymous letters containing 
aspersions and accusations, which im- 
mediately became the subject of much 
discussion in court and diplomatic 
circles, which &ta much Incensed at 
tho character of the libels.

MUNICIPAL PROBLEMS. 

The interviews printed . in yester- 
day's Coloni.it were interesting and 
timely. Our only regret is that it was 
impossible during- the previous day to 
secure expressions of opinion from 
more of the city's representative men, 
but it will not be disputed, that those 
who were seen have voiced the gen- 
eral sentiments .of the community. 
All wore hi accord as" to the excep- 
tional prosperity of 1907 and the good 
prospects |for 190S. All agrsed as to 
the need of a campaign 'for municipal 

betterment. The points dwelt upon cross Government street without look 

ing where he was going. There are 
countries in the world where this sort 
of thing could not be, where the 
streets would be patrolled by mount- 
ed men on the alert to see that no 
enemy of the government seized the 
occasion to arouse the populace to 
hostile demonstrations. But just fancy 
what sort of a reception a man would 
set in this city if on New Year's Eve 
ho should mount a cart on, say, tho 
corner of Government and Yates, and 
begin to harangue the people on their 
wrongs. He would be greeted with 
such a noise that he could not hear 
himself think. This seems to Indicate 
that we live in a land of freedom and 
eijuu! opportunity, and that even 
those people who profess to disbelieve 
it really admit it 



SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

Did you ever think over the signifi 
cance of the racket which takes place 
on the; streets on New Year's Kvo? 
We jdo not mean the manner in which 
the younger portion of the community 
sees fit' to eclebrato the fact that a 
new. year is about to begin, but that a 
gathering of boys of both sexes and 
varying anywhere between six and 
sixty get out on the streets and, un- 
molested, make a hideous din. Per- 
haps it never occurred to you that 
this ia a demonstration of popular 
government, the nntra'ir mellcd ex- 
pression of self-governing people. On 
New Year's Eve the most mischievous 
youngster between the ages aforesaid 
would, with a perfect confidence of his 
immunity from intortercnee, sound 
some noise producing weapon under 
the very nose of the most dignified of 
nil our guardian's of the peace, but the 
£uid guardians, with wise discretion, 
pnrhflpa out of a due. regard to the 
noeosialty of preserving their dignity 
for use on proper occasions, manage 
to efface themselves for the time be- 
ing, although If. their services hap- 
pened to be wanted, they would be 
found not very far away. Everybody 
makes a racket and nobody cares, bc r 
cause everyone knows that when 
everyone gets tired he will go home 
and straightway become a peaceful, 
law-abiding, decorous citizen, who 
would no more think of ringing a cow 
bell in the street than of trying to 



for municipal purposes. The serious 
nature of the financial problem pre- 
sented by the development of tills vast 
province, tho inhabitants of which will 
insist upon the appliances of an up- 
to date and progressive civilization, 
has only to be carefully considered t-o- 
bu appreciated, and In; our humble 
judgment the time has come when the 
people will have to contemplate a new 
departure. We repeat that in these 
observations the Colonist expresses its 
.own viotys only, and they are freely 
expressed as a matter of public' duty.

An Improved water supply, 
Better fire protection, 
Better streets, 

Additional ' terminal facilities. 

These are severely practical mat- 
• ters, and they should be dealt with In 
a practical way by ' practical men. 
They should be attacked with courage 
and determination. For reasons into 
which we shall not at this time In- 
quire, a policy of procrastination has 
prevailed and the result is that 
number of . serious problems present 
themselves at the same time, prob- 
lems which cannot be shirked but for 
which the citizens must find some sol- 
ution in keeping with the growing 
Importance of the city. 

During the last year or two there 
has been a good deal of talk about 
. these things. If words could accom 
pllsh anything In the way of perman 
ent improvement, our city would be a 
model; but while we have all been 
talking, things have been drifting and, 
there is no use mincing matters at all, 
the city has got itself into a very bad 
shape. Fortunately It is not such a 
shape' that everything cannot be eas- 
ily set light. All that is needed is 
: - that the men who realize what, is 
needed, and who have no fads to ad- 
vocate and no personal ambitions to 
promote will unite in an effort to set 
right those things which have gone 
wrong and to undertake those pro- 
jects which all concede are absolutely 
necessary for the city's welfare. 

The govenment of a city is simply 
a business proposition and in Victoria 
it Is not as great in a pecuniary sense 
as some of the private business en- 
terprises that are being successfully 
carried on. Now there is not a busi- 
ness in Victoria, no matter how good 
a credit or how plethoric a bank ac- 
count is behind it, whicli would not go 
to smash in short order if the people 
carrying it on were thinking about 
something else all the time, and shap- 
ing their policy according to its pos- 
sible effects upon the votes of the 
electors. Victoria needs a city govern- 
ment composed of men who will not 
give a second thought to their chancer 
for re-election, but will go on in the 
discharge of their duty as business 
men, having no other object in mind 
than to do what Is best for the city. 
We need a mayor who will be satis- 
lied with leaving a record of a term of 
office in which a substantial advance 
has been made in the solution of our 
municipal problems, and aldermen 
who will do their duty as business 
men without troubling themselves 
how the voters in any particular sec- 
tion of the city will act if they should 
happen to seek re-election.. We need 
a council board composed of men who 
will have both eyes on the city's ft - 
terest and not have one of them di- 
rected upon their present popularity 
and the other squinting in the same 
direction. 

Let us, therefore, talk less and do 
more, and the first thing to be done is 
at the ballot boxes when the municip- 
al elections come on. Let the people 
of this town, who have its Interest at 
heart, devote a little of their time to 
municipal affairs during the next 
fortnight. It is perfectly idle to claim 
iiiat there Is no remedy for the chao- 
tic conditions which have prevailed 
during the last two years. If there is 
to be another year of inaction and 
fruitless bickering the fault will be 
with the people thenvseives. It cannot 
be claimed that the city papers have 
not tried to do their duty. The Times 
Jana Colonist have not always been 
able to agree as to details of municip- 
al government, but we 'have both been 
Inspired by the desire to arouse the 
citizens to a sense of duty sufficiently 
to lead them to act with vigor and 
persistency in bringing about a better 
condition of tiling.'). The case is "up 
to" the citizens, to you. who read this 
article, just as much as anyone else'. 
Have you done jour duty as a citizen 
to make Victoria what it ought to be? 
If you have, keep on doing it; Jf you 
have not, and the chances are that 
way, do your duty. There must be 
united action and the one thing that 
scorns imperative is vigorous leader- 
ship, not ■ necessarily, or desirably by 
one Individual, but by a representa- 
tive body of citizens. ,

PROVINCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Without wishing to be understood 

as In any way forecasting the work of 

the .coming session of the legislature, 

and speaking only for ourselves, a 

duty which devolves upon the govern- 
ment and the other representatives of 

the people is to prepare for extensive 

provincial development. Broadly 

speaking, there have been two stages 

in provincial progress. One of these 

was tho settlement of the southwest- 
ern section in which the early gold 

discoveries in tho . interior, played a 

very important part. The second was 

the development of the southeastern 

section, due to the inauguration of 

metalliferous mining on a large scale. 

We are about to enter upon a third 

stage and it will embrace an area 

greater in magnitude than the other 

two .combined. As the second stage 

resulted from the construction of the 

Canadian Pacific and the Invasion of 

the province from the south by the 

Spokane & Northern, so tho second 

stage will result from the construction 

of one and possibly several railway 

lines. The area embraced in tho first 

stage not being very large, the public 

works which it called for were not 

extensive or expensive, at least at the 

beginning. The development ofKoot- 

enay was a much more costly work, 

but the government took hold of it 

courageously, and amid much adverse 

criticism and bitter hostility carried It 

through successfully. We do not say 

that events do not show how the pol- 
icy of the Davie and Turner ministries 

might have been more wisely planned, 

but we are all of us a great deal 

Wissv after the event. The fact re- 
mains to the credit of the men who 

committed the province to the indebt- 
edness necessary to open Kootenay to 
settlement and enterprise, that splen- 
did and profitable results crowned 
their courageous efforts. 

The problem with which Mr. Mc- 

Brido and his colleagues are called 
upon to grapple is a far greater one 
than those with which their predeces- 
sors had to deal, although its solution 

will be rendered somewhat less diffi- 
cult by reason of the. success attend- 
ing the efforts of previous ministries 
and the new appreciation of tho po- 
tentialities of British Columbia, which 
Is now manifest in a remarkable de- 
gree. It will call for large, expendi- 
tures, and unfortunately the Dominion 
government, while rec ignlzing this, 
has resolutely set its face against tho 
concession of the reasonable demand.-) 
maue by the province in that behalf. 
A very, large expenditure must be In- 
curred in the near future, and there 
are only two ways In which it can be 
met, namely, by borrowing the money 
or by devising some plan whereby tho 
revenue can be Increased withoi t im- 
posing hardships upon those who havo 
already borne and must continue to 
bear a heavy share in the cose of 
maintaining the government of the 
country. If It wer<? possible to devise 
some plan whereby the areas to be 
developed could bear the greater part 
of (lie cojt of development, it would 
only be equitable, but this Is hardly 
possible. We assume, therefore, that 
the ingenuity of the government will 
have to bo directed to devising ways 
and means of augmenting the revenue 
and yet leave tho persona! property, 
real estate and Improvements within 
tho nellled areas as lightly burdened 
as possible.' Ultimately wo imagine it 
will be found necessary to leave these , wards renewing , German-Canadian 
sources of rovonuo available wholly I commercial relations.'"

'If we continue 
our present policy in respect of our 
commercial relations with Canada' It 
remarks 'We run tho risk of being 
left far behind In the race for 
trade with this thriving country which 
contains almost inconcelvablo possi- 
bilities of development. Tho Interest 
of German trade and industry demand 
most urgently that tho German Gov- 
ernment shall now do something to- 



TUelr Best Customer. 

The extent to which tho people of the 
United States are dependent upon the 
British market for their prosperity is 
strikingly brought out in a bulletin re- 
contly issued by tho department of ag- 
riculture at Washington. According to 
this bulletin over ten and a. half billions 
of capital Is invested in tho American 
meat trade, the Investment being divided 
between live stock, farms and ranges, 
implements, and the groat slaughtering 
plants. Since one-eighth of the pro- 
duct of tills meat trade is shipped 
abroad, the prosperity of the whole in- 
dustry is involved In tho maintenance 
of an export demand. More or less of 
a foreign market is found in practically 
all the civilized countries of tho world, 
but out of a total of {261,000,000 worth 
of moat products exported from' - tho 
United States in 190G Great Britain ab- 
sorbed no loss than $161,000,000, -or 
about GO per cent. The customer for 
American mi.ats standing next to Brit- 
ain is Germany, with a consumption of 
$30,000,000, dnc-fifth the amount taken 
by the United Kingdom. If the British 
market were closed to American moats 
an industry with an Invested capital 
equal to five-sixths of the sum em- 
ployed in the manufacturing industries 
of the United States would bo imperiled. 
—Toronto Star. 



The Trans-Mexico Houto 

Up to tho present there were two 
freight routes between Europe and Brit- 
ish Columbia. Goods might be loaded 
on a vessel at some European port, car- 
ried across the Atlantic to this contin- 
ent and taken across the continent by 
rail, or they might be carried by vessel 
around South America and discharged at 
a British Columbia port without tran- 
shipment. The cost of the carriage by 
water, as is well known, forms a basis 
In tho arrangement of tho rates by rail. 
The long frail journey la expensive, and 
for some low priced commodities is al- 
together Impracticable; It provides how- 
ever, a much more rapid service, and 
for that reason gets 11 largo amount of 
business of high-priced goods, where 
early delivery Is a consideration. 

As Industrial Canada points out in 
its current number, a third route has 
just been completed, which will ha 
watched with great Interest. . While the 
Panama Canal project was being dis- 
cussed and tossed back and forth be- 
tween different sets of public mini and 
engineers at Washington, a work was 
being carried on, on the Central Ameri- 
can Peninsula, In a part much farther 
north than Panama, which may bo of 
importance in its relationship to tho 
transportation problem of North. Ameiv 
lea. The Tehuantopeo Railroad was 
built. — Winnipeg Free Fres.f.

Milder and 
more equable than that of any other 
portion of America, this year It has 
fairly gono itself one better in several

"When the meteorological records for 
the year of 1907 were closed at 5 
5. o'clock" last evening and the totals 
for December added to those of the 
preceding months, it was found that 
the total precipitation was but 22.47 
inches, the lowest since 1S89. The 
lowest-year of all was 1 S74, when the 
rainfall was but 17.75 inches. The 
mean temperature for the year was 
50.22 degrees- K. Tho lowest point to 
which the mercury sank was in Janu- 
arv, when It touched 14.8 above zero. 
Despite tills, the menu temperature 
for that month was 32.94. The high- 
est, point which the mercury reached 
was in July, when 87.1 degrees' was 
registered. The mean temperature 
for the month of July was 62.77.

BUILDING IS MAGNIFICENT 



Jo Pains Spared in Effort 
Provide for the Comfort 
of Guests 



to 



While not begun, nor, so far as the 
finishing touches of tho furnishings 
are concerned, completed during the 
year 1907, yet. in view of Its limitless 
Importance to Victoria, and of tho 
fact that it Ib so nearly finished that 
tho formal opening cannot now bet; 
delayed mora than a few weeks, the 
Empress hotel, that tremendous west- 
ern monument to the enterprise " of 
tho Canadian Pacific railway, may 
well be considered one of Victoria's 
most significant; facts of the. past 
twelve months. That . great transpor- 
tation system, the main artery of 
Canada's well being, which is the only, 
one on tho continent of North Amer-i 
lea to link the Atlantic and the Paci- 
fic, has now at cither gateway a fit- 
ting emblem of the hospitality and 
wealth of this land of promise and. 
tho new Empress is a not unworthy 
companion to her historic sister, the 
Chutcau Frontenac, on the Heights; of 
Abraham. 

Tho construction of this great 
structure, now complete at a cost of 
about $750,000, has boen watched with 
intense interest from the day when, 
the causeway having been completed, 
tho C. P. R. contractors began to 
sink clusters of piles twenty-live feet 
in length to bedrock to make sure the 
foundation upon which the great 
building was to rest. A recent visit 
to the sub-basement of the hotel gave 
an idea of the tremendous strength 
required of the foundation, which 
consists of series of great triangular 
masses of concrete over twenty feet 
square at the, base. The foundation 
alone cost $100,000, for the C. P, R. 
builds for all time, and newly made 
ground entails careful and costly 
work. 

A great modern hotel is a complex 
and wonderful thing, and sometimes 
very beautiful. In the case- of the 
Empress ono hardly knows which is 
most worthy of admiration. Its beau- 
tiful site commanding our lovely har- 
bor, the architcatural beauty of the 
external design, the cultured artistry 
of the spacious halls, the extraordi- 
nary ingenuity of the innumerable la- 
bor saving devices and contrivances 
for the furtherance of the comfort of 
the guests, all in turn make ex- 
haustive .demands on ones applause 
and appreciation. 

Ground Floor is Strikirti 



ofllce, lounging' room, palm room.-and 
dining roi^n are'fouhd, with the", im- 
mense kitchen out of sight at the back 
of the. building. Entering by the porte 
cochere at the south end of the build- 
ing, the visitor finds himself in a 
magnificent oak paneled hall, design- 
edly patterned, after the ancient bar- 
onial halls of the great mansions, of 
England. Carved oak panelling ex- 
tends up the walls to a height of 
about ten feet, the celling, done In 
yellow, is very heavily beamed with 
oak timbers terminated at either end 
by small carved medallions represent- 
ing the beaver, the lion, the crown or 
the thistle. Groat pillars sheathed in 
oak and with massive, carved oaken 
capitals support the celling, the whole 
effect being one of artistic strength, 
coupled with solid wealth. A great 
screen of carved oak divides the of- 
fice from the palm room, but termi- 
nates in time to leave an uninterrupt- 
ed coup d'oell through the spacious 
hall beyond. : The fixtures in tho of- 
fice are all - of the same weathered 
oak. as are the pannelllng and fittings 
of the cosy manager's room just off 
the olllce. But In the midst of this 
reproduction of old world splendor, tho 
twentieth century emphatically as- 
serts itself. In the office la an elabor- 
ate private telephone exchange com- 
municating with all tho rooms of the 
building, while those two recesses 
with the heavy oak doors are In real- 
ity public telephone booths. Conspic- 
uous, too, is a massive safe specially 
made for the hotel by J. & J. Taylor, 
containing numerous small safe de- 
posit boxes, which will be rented to 
guests, thus relieving the management 
of the care of the valuables of visitors. 

Before going on to the rotunda, or 
lounging room, as the management 
prefers to stylo It, a visit to the ladies' 
sitting room will repay the trouble. 
Leading from tho office, with the en- 
trance close to one of the two massive 
oak staircases, is a most enchanting 
room. Tho walls are pannelled high 
with oak, and there Is a superb, heav- 
ily carved oak mantel, with the cell- 
ing in elaborately moulded relief. The 
color scheme Is artistic and restful, 
grey and pink being the prevailing 
hues. Hound the walls runs a broad 
frieze of chubby cup Ids, and on tho 
floor liefj a beautiful grey carpet, hand 
tufted with a pattern of pink roses. 
Tho curtains are pink, and the furni- 
ture grey, with Rose du Barry seats, 
which, like all tho furniture in tho 
hotel, was made to order for the en- 
terprise. The windows look out over 
the harbor, and a more delightful re- 
treat would bo hard to find In any 
public building. 

Rotunda and Dining Room. 

The rotunda, or lounging room, is 
of immense size, extending fully half 
the entire length of the hotel, It' Is 
light and cheery, with Its numerous 
windows overlooking- the harbor, and 
on winter evenings the two great lire- 
places should render it equally home-

like. The striking features of this 
Immense hall' aro the pillars, done . in 
white,- which run through tho place in 
stately rows. Each pillar boasts a 
double band of beaten brass; from 
'which dop-end four, olectrlc light fix- 
tures. These we-ro . specially designed 
by the Montreal architect of tho com- 
pany and depict bach a Rocky Moun- 
tain sheep's head with a light in a 
round ground glass bowl upon' each 
head and another in a pear-shaped 
glass hanging from the mouth. Be- 
tween the rows of pillars are % other 
brass chandeliers in which the sliec-p's 
head again figures. They are both 
quaint and artistic and when lit up 
tho hall makes a brilliant scene. 

Back of the rotunda is the palm 
room, a large apartment done in green 
with a circular dome of 'Oriental glass 
surmounting it. The pillars here are 
twined around with vines, and with 
tho handsomo furniture has a luxuri- 
ous, exotic air. 

Tho dlningroom . lr perhaps the most 
gorgeous of the different rooms. It 
lies along tho north end of the hotel, 
and the prevailing color is that rich 
rod which goes so well with cut glass, 
silver and spotless napery. The wood 
used is all imported,, the celling with 
its heavy beams and the massive pil- 
lars being all of .Australian rosewood. 
This to the uninitiated looks not un- 
like mahogany, though the grain is 
different and .lends itself equally well 
to decorative work; as this room can 
testify. The great beams which cross 
tho celling at, close intervals are all 
most richly carved; The pillars aro 
plain but on .the ceiling there are 
scrolls, arabesques and fancy figures 
covering the entiro surface of the 
beams. This tr itihent contrasts with 
the reliance on line and absence ot 
florid" work which characterizes the 
rest of the building, and Is both rich 
and beautiful. The floor Is of Aus- 
tralian red bean, a wood whose hard- 
ness makes our hard woods seem soft 
and which ruined many a piano before 
it was properly laid. 

Basement is Fitted Up. 

Outside the dlningroom door is an- 
other massivo carved oak staircase, but 
before ascending, tho basement will 
repay a visit. From tho north, the 
visitor first enters the grill room, a 
large, handsome apartment with rows 
of pillars through it. This room is 
not yet finished, but will be completed 
at leisure when the rest of the hotel 
Is open. The management promises 
to have the finest grill on the coast, 
and so far us appearance go they will 
have no difficulty in making good 
their boast. Passing, through tho oak 
screen at the end of the grill room a 
magnificent bar room is seen. The 
bar and fittings are of oak stained 
dark with a greenish tinge, made from 
sketches supplied by Stewart Gordon, 
the manager. The place is thorough- 
ly up-to-date with an asbestos cement 
lioor quite impervious to moisture. On 
the walls is a French paper with 
grapes and leaves; thereon. Tho bar It- 
self is provided -with a lnech.anclal re- 
frigerator, taps innumerable and all 
imaginable appliances! 

Going down the passageway from the 
bar the billiard room is reached. The 
room is divided by a double row of 
pillars with two of Rattenbury's finest 
carved mantelpieces, one at either end, 
made of carved oak and Roman brick. 
There will bo three English billiard 
tables and two American, which will 
be lighted by massive oaken chande- 
liers carved in early English style and 
suspended frohv'tW celling by chains'. 
Bedrooms.inyMahogany. 

The bedrooms are all furnished in 
mahogany Of a special design, save 
the bedsteads, which are beautiful 
satin finished brass. Everything has 
been specially made to order even to 
tho bed ticking, which has a C.P.R. de- 
sign worked into it. The carpets are 
all green Kidderminster, a crown be- 
ing the salient feature of the pattern. 
The "Empress" Idea Is thoroughly car- 
ried out throughout and the emblem of 
the crown 1<? constantly to be seen. 
Every door is of Australian rosewood 
and outside each door is a specially 
designed mat, there «re double doors 
between all communicating rooms and 
a reading lamp at every bed. In fact 
nothing has been forgotten in the 
thousand and ono little devices which 
go to make up tho luxurious life of an 
up-to-date hotol. The furniture was 
all supplied by tho Canada Furniture 
company, of Berlin. Ont, and the coj>- 
per curbs in tho bedroom fireplaces, of 
which there aro many, come from 
Birmingham. There are three steel and 
stone staircases and four fire escapes 
from each floor, so, when the magni- 
ficent fire protection , service Is taken 
into consideration danger from fire is 
completely eliminated. One of tho many 
thoughtful arrangements is tho fitting 
up the ends of tho large halls on tho 
bedroom floors as sitting rooms. They 
have plenty of light and will undoubt- 
edly be greatly appreciated. There are 
five of them and each one is fitted with 
a public telephone; On tho sixth floor 
are the rooms of the help Which in- 
clude a pleasant recreation room. It 
is possible that some of these rooms 
mav be used as guest chambers, for 
which they aro well fitted. There are 
In nil 100 guest chambers. There aro 
four electric Otis elevators of the lat- 
est tvpe In the building, so a storey or 
two more or less will make no differ- 
ence to the visitors. 

Ingenuity in Kitchen. 

The kitchen Is a great examplar of 
the ingenuity requisite for the proper 
filling of the inner man at short notice 
and in large quantities, and also of tho 
supreme necessity of absolute cleanli- 
ness in the modern practice of tho 
culinary art. The Empress' kitchen 
Is 88 feet long by some 49 feet wide, 
and is floored with cement slightly 
graded towards the centre where thero 
Is a gutter and drain. All tho kitchen 
furniture is elevated on metal feet 
eight inches high so that the place can 
be hosed out every night without dis- 
turbing the fixtures. . ciave the drain, 
there is no resting place for the cock- 
roach. All tho kitchen furniture was 
supplied by the French New York 
house of Duparquet, Huot and Mcr.euso 
company. There is a huge range 27 
feet long, as well as two charcoal 
broilers and a gas broiler the wholo 
covered with a metal hood made local- 
ly, in which electric lights are set at 
short intervals throwing tho best pos- 
sible light on tho cooking. Thero aro 
alHO two 50-gallon soup kettles lined 
with tin. applied by a patent hand pro- 
cess, three vegetable steamers and one 
Manhattan steamer. All of these, uten- 
sils aro carefully ventilated with pipes 
which carry oil' all the fumes which 
might taint the more dainty comes- 
tibles being prepared near by. Thero Is. 
too, a large vegetable sink and a pot 
washing sink. The dishes, as Will 
shortly be seen, wash themselves. 

An important section of this depart- 
ment is the service pantry. It has a 
tab'e In the centre of which hot water 
stands always ready, and among 
other appliances are tho toastor, waf- 
ilor, griddle maker and tho inevitable 
refrigerator. The most interesting of 
all is the automatic egg boiler. This 
has a clock attachment. You set tho 
clock and place the egg in a tiny bas- 
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ket hung on the end of a miniature | 
crane. At the time appointed, whether 
you are there or not, the arm comes 
up and the egg waits suspended in the 
air .till the attendant is ready to re- 
move it. 

The patent dishwasher is another 
contrivance which should not be for- 
gotten. It is simple, and Is commended 
to tho attention of the over-driven 
housewife who defined Heaven as a 
place whore dishes washed themselves. 
They do so at the Empress. After be- 
ing scraped, the dishes aro placed In 
a largo metal basket which Is carried 
by a little crane and lowered into a 
compartment full of hot water thor- 
oughly Impregnated with soap and 
soda kept in motion by a revolving 
fan. After a few seconds the crane 
lifts the basket out and dips It again 
into an adjoining compartment full of 
clean and furiously boiling water. In 
a very short time tho basket emerges 
again with clean dishes, and so hot 
that they dry themselves in a few sec- 
onds, This machine has a capacity 
of six thousand dishes an hour. 

Another section of the kitchen is 
occupied by the "garde manger" with 
its capacious refrigerator where sal- 
ads, cold meats and such things are 
kept. Next comes the bakeshop in a 
room off the kitchen with an enormous 
oven and two sinks of its own. Hero 
is the pastry cook's private refriger- 
ator and ice cream freezers and stor- 
age places. ■ 

Kitchen Basement 

From the kitchen one descends by 
a lead filled steel stairway, on which 
the foot can hardly slip, to tho base- 
ment. Here by the door is the stew- 
ard's receiving room, and then comes 
one room after another filled with tho 
large refrigerators, all supplied by the 
Eureka Refrigerating company, of To- 
ronto. The butcher shop has its own 
refrigerators for meat," chicken and} 
fish, the steward has others for cream, 
fruit, otc, with the vegetable refriger- 
ator close by. On this floor also are 
the waiters' locker room, bath room 
and lavatory, three large dining rooms 
for the help, baggage rooms, lavatory, 
sample rooms and so forth. 

Below this again the explorer reaches 
tho sub- basement, where the stranger 
Is In danger of being lost. It stretches 
seemingly' into great distances, and as 
a matter of fact extends under tho 
whole building. Here hidden away in 
convenient places' beside some of the 
monstrous concrete masses which 
come peering up from the foundations, 
aro the cellers and store rooms. The 
steward's store room, the china room, 
the glass room, tho barkeeper's store 
room with a trap door going up to the 
bar, tho potato cellar and the coal 
collar a're all to be found here. Here, 
too, aro the service elevators and the 
great coils of the brine pipes of the 
ice plant. For the big hotel makes its 
own ice as well as its own water, tho 
latter being all condensed from steam 
from the boiler plant, a process which 
is too rigorous for the most persist- 
ent and hardy of microbes. 

Through tho Tunnel 

This completes the hotel proper, 
though there is still more to be seen. 
A dark underground passage way is 
discovered which seems very much in 
place under the baronial hall described 
above. However, there Is nothing sin- 
ister about it, and nothing more dan- 
gerous than dirty clothes are carried 
through it. The passage is the big 
cement ' tunnel joining the hotel with 
the laundry and power house about 
150. feet away. . ... i ' 

The, laundry is well worth a visit. 
Here a white shirt can be washed, 
dried, starched and ironed ready to put 
on in fifteen minutes. Everything in 
it is driven by electricity, with a se- 
parate motor to every machine. There 
Is first the washer, then the shaker, 
next a shaking table, next a huge 
mangle such as Is used in all the big 
New York hotels, and next the dry 
room, the clothes, it must be under- 
stood, being conveyed automatically 
frbm one machine to the other. But 
tho ironing, or rather shirt pressing, 
machine is the most Interesting of all. 
The shirt is placed on a pad, a lever 
is pressei' and immediately a great 
flat iron the size and shape of the 
bosom of a shirt descends and with 
one mighty squeeze irons tho shirt 
front. Next to it are similar ma- 
chines of different shapes, which with 
one squeeze each Irons the yokes, col- 
lar and cuffs. The Irons are heated 
by electricity and all the machinery 
supplied by the Watklns Laundry Ma- 
chinery company of Cincinnati. There 
are also numerous Ironing 'tables, each 
with its electric iron in a neat bracket 
on the wall. 

Before its acquisition by the C. P. 
R. this building belonged to tho British 
American Paint Works, but it has been 
repainted and remodelled out of all re- 
cognition and a huge smoke stack ad- 
ded to carry off the smoke from the 
power house ' engines. The laundry is 
on part of the ground floor, but up- 
stairs part of the building has been 
set aside for the help, which will num- 
ber about, 140, and is cJvided off into 
large, clean airy bedrooms, two rooms 
being reserved for tho chef. One wing 
is still unappropriated, and there are 
also a number of sample rooms with 
private telephones In addition to those 
provided in tho main building. 

Big Power House 

The power house Is a complicated 
establishment, but admirably calcu- 
lated for the .varied work it has to do. 
There are three 75 kilowatt generators 
supplied by Allis-Chambers of Mil- 
waukee, a marvel switchboard from 
the same firm and one of Hall's high 
speed automatic engines for light and 
power. For the ice making plant 
there are two 39 hp. ammonia com- 
pressors from the Lindberg Refriger- 
ating company, and three 105 h.p. boil- 
ers from the Victoria Iron Works to 
supply the immense amount of steam 
required for the various engines and 
the heating plant. The Dean Pump 
Works have supplied a special fire 
purnp. This pump is connected with 
the city mains and can throw three 
big streams over tho top of tho hugo 
building. It is also connected with 
every floor of tho hotel, where fire 
fighting apparatus Is liberally pro- 
vldod. There is also a Webster heater 
and a Webster vacuum pump from 
Dowllng Bros., of Montreal. This 
pump takes tho return water from the 
radiators, heats It with steam and 
sends it' back to work again in the 
boilers. Thus the big hotel generates 
its own electricity both for lighting 
purposes and for elevator power, pro- 
vides Its own protection, makes it own 
ice and condenses the surplus steam, 
thus securing a plentiful supply of tho 
purest water for drinking and cook- 
ing purposes. 

Space is also reserved In the power 
house for tho Installation of a dustless 
air cleaning machine. This will bo 
connected with every room in tho ho- 
tel. All that will be necessary will bo 
to remove the plug In tho room, and 
clean the carpet with tho compressed 
air, tho dust being sucked back into 
the power house whore it goes to help 
out the fuel In the llro boxes. All tho 
pipes and wires go through the tunnel 
to the hotel, Tho tunnol is 10x12 foot,

Carnivorous plants are known which 
will consume even mice, laughing 
plants and plants that weep are also 
known; but no one has ever hoard of 
a vegetable that suffered from whoop- 
ing cough. Yet there exists, however, 
a plant which prospers in tropical 
countries and the fruit of which re- 
sembles the common broad bean. It 
is quite a crank, easily gets Into a 
rage and what is more peculiar, has 
a horror of dust. As soon as a few 
grains of dust aro deposited on its 
leaves the stomata, or air chambers 
Vehich cover their faces and which arc' 
the respiratory organs of the plant, 
become filled with a gas, swell and 
end by driving out the gas with a 
slight explosion and a sound which 
resembles so much the cough of a 
child suffering from a cold as 'to be 
mistaken for it. <flt serves as an or- 
namental plant. One can imagine the 
concert that would be furnished by 
two or three of these strange plants 
in a drawing-room in which the com- 
ing and going of visitors has raised a 
cloud of face powder.

HERE AND THERE 

It Is startling to be told that among 
the Christmas shoppers in Montreal 
there were hundreds of thieves, and 
that to watch them a very largo num- 
ber of detectives were employed. One 
would, at first sight, bo inclined to 
think that the season and the errands 
upon which the shoppers wero bent 
would, except in very rare cases, have 
prevented any one yielding to the 
temptation of wronging others. Yet, 
in spite of the efforts of those whose 
business it was to prevent It, articles 
of all sorts wore purloined. In most 
cases the thieves wero discovered, 
brought before tho manager and 
forced to sign a confession of their 
guilt. The property was returned and 
the thief allowed to go his or her way. 
No one was prosecuted because, for 
various reasons, the owners of dry 
goods stores prefer to suffer tempor- 
ary loss, rather than incur the odium 
that is sure to follow their publicity. 

It Is sad to think that most of the 
culprits are women, and that they 
are found quite as often among people 
who aro i*m in this world's goods as 
among the very poor. To those who 
are possessed of the ordinary feelings 
of honesty, it would scorn impossible, 
to survive the shame and disgrace of 
discovery, but it Is said that most ot 
tho pilferers took their detection so 
quietly that no one in the store except 
themselves and the detectives were 
aware of what had occurred. 

Do more people spend their lives in 
single blessedness in the world at the 
beginning of the twentieth century 
than at any previous period In the 
world's history? The question is 
prompted by reading much discussion 
of the effects of modern life on the 
problem of marriage. It is very fre- 
quently stated in articles more or less 
learned that men and women cannot 
afford to marry under existing con- 
ditions. Observers deplore the ten- 
dency which young women follow of 
entering into the business world and 
earning their own living instead of 
remaining at home and waiting for 
the time when they will be called up- 
on to preside over homes of their own.

Even 
nurses no longer consider it necessary 
to withdraw from the world in order 
to pursue their charitable calling. Yet 
in the busy world of today there are 
women as sweet and pure and gentle 
as those who lived sheltered lives In 
cloistered shades, and men now as In 
bygone years, lead to the altar youth- 
ful and beautiful brides -fvhose hearts 
are filled with love and devotion.

Under the Rose. 

Sub rosa means literally "under the 
rose." The phrase dates from 177 
B. C, when Pausanias, the command- 
er of the confederated fleet of Spar- 
tans and Athenians, was engaged in 
an intrigue with Xerxes to betray 
Greece to the Persian ruler and to 
obtain in marriage "the hand of the 
monarch's daughter. The negotiations 
were carried on under a roof which 
was covered with roses and were ma- 
tured literally "under the rose." Pau- 
sanias, however, was betraved and to 
escape-arrest tied to the temple of Mi- 
nerva. The sanctity of this place for- 
bidding intrusion for violence of any 
kind, the people walled up the edifice 
with stones and left the fugitive to die 
of starvation. His own mother laid 
the first atone. It afterward became a 
custom among the Athenians to wear 
a rose when they had confidential 
compliments to make, the flower im- 
plying strict secrecy. It was also 
customary among the ancient Ger- 
mans on the occasions of festivity to 
suspend a rose above the table as a 
token that whatever was said during 
the feast should be kept secret among 
themselves. In 1526 a rose wa.s placed 
over confessionals in Roman Catholic 
churches.

A Mustard Foot Bath. 

This Is used a great deal for tho 
relief of congestion in the head in th» 
course of a cold, for certain forms of 
headache, and to promote perspiration. 
A deep bucket slibuld bo tilled to 
within a few inches of the top with 
water as hot as can be borne. A ket- 
tle of water should be kept hot to be 
added as needed to keep the bath at 
the right temperature. Blend two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of mustard in 
a cupful of tepid water till free from 
lumps, and add it to the bath water. 
The water should reach nearly to the 
knees; and the bath should be con- 
tinued from 20 minutes to a half hour, 
the water being kept as hot as can be 
borne the whole time. When the feet 
are immersed in the water, wrap the 
invalid, chair, bucket and all, with a 
quilt or thick blanket to keep In the 
steam and promote perspiration. It 
Is better to give this batli at bedtime. 
After the bath, the feet and legs 
should be quickly dried and warm 
stockings put on or a small blanket or 
shawl wrapped around them In bed. 
If it is necessary to glvo this bath to 
one who is confined tu bed,- it is wise 
to turn the patient across the bed; 
ilex the knees, and have tlie bucket 
on a low chair or stool at the side of 
tho bed. A simple hot foot bath can 
bo given In the same way by leaving 
out the mustard. 

MARIE CORELLI'S HISTORY 



For a long time Marie Corelli, the 
plump, blond author of "The Sorrows 
of Satan," was surrounded with mys- 
tery by her own desire, apparently, 
since she ostentatiously refused to he 
interviewed or photographed and gave 
much attention to the abuse of edi- 
tors who printed things about her. 
More lately the mysterious veil has 
been removed, partially, as the result 
of various suits for libel, in tlie prose- 
cution of which she has had lo ap- 
pear publicly In court as a witness. 
Still, no one knows much of her ante- 
cedents. She says she was born in 
Venice, and that Venetian women 
mostly are as fair as she is. 
■ Andrew Lang, the amusing the In- 
dustrious London essayist, poet and 
historian, used to say he believed she 
was like Mrs. Gamp's Mrs. Harris, and 
that "there wasn't no such person as 
Marie Corelli," but that the books 
signed by that name were produced 
by a syndicate of writers. She was 
the adopted daughter of Dr. Charles 
Mackay, song writer ami musician, 
and foster sister lo his son, Eric Mac- 
kay. Dr. Mackay wrote "Cheer, Boys, 
Cheer," and ' There's a Good ' Time 
Coining." Miss Corelli's first book, 
"The Romance of Two World's," writ- 
ten when she was very young, sold 
many editions. Everything she has 
put forth since then lias sold well, 
too. 

Her partisans are very partisan in- 
deed, and they Include King Edward, 
as they did his royal mother. Some 
who consider themselves of the liter- 
ary elect disagree with tho King, but 
she isn't writing to please them and 
they would not buy her books by the 
hundred thousand If she did. 

Her life and her house at Stratford- 
011 -A von have been exceedingly well 
exploited. Her attacks on Carnegie 
and all American millionaires have 
helped .advertise her. Some of the 
neighbors do not like her. A school 
mi. vlrcss whose pupils practiced on 
the'plano during tlie hours Corelli de- 
voes to writing, to her Intense dis- 
gust, once told the authoress that if 
continuous piano practicing could pre- 
vent the writing of another book like 
"The Sorrows of Satan" she would on- 
gago a lot 01" girls to play forever on 
pianos during Corelli's writing hours. 

Her libel suits generally have boon 
farcical, a farthing's damage being tho 
usual verdict. Sho Is apparently a 
little over 40, short and rather stout. 



TRIED RECIPES 

— 

The girls are having holidays now 
and can take time for that very fas- 
cinating occupation Candy-making. 
Here are a few recipes that will 
perhaps help them: 

Sugar Candy. 

Three cups of light brown sugar, 
one-half cup of vinegar, one cup of 
water, ..one tablespoonful of butter. 
Boll without stirring until a few drops 
will harden at once In a cup of cold 
water. Be c\i.reful not to cook too 
long as it makes the pulling harder. 
Just as the candy Is ready to bo re- 
moved add a teaspoonful of va-nila, 
hut do not stir. Pour Into greased 
plates to cool, and pull with the tips 
of the fingers. 

If chocolate candy is desired, rub 
melted chocolate on the candy while 
it is being pulled. If green or pink is 
desired, divide tlie lumn^ or soft candy 
let a second person pull one part, and 
While the pulling is going on rub tlie 
green or pink coloring fluid with the 
finger on the surface of the candy. It 
can soon be decided when the color is 
deep enough. When perfectly light 
and porous pull out in long, straight 
lengths on a marble slab to cool. Nuts 
chopped fine may be added before the 
candy is pulled. 

Cocoanut Candy. 

Two cups of sugar, one cup of water. 
When done stir In a grated cocoanut. 

Molasses Candy. 

Two cups of molasses, piece of but- 
ter the size of a walnut, half a tea- 
spoonful of vinegar. Test by pouring 
Into a cup of cold water. Just before 
'removing candy from stove, flavor 
with vanilla, pour out on marble slab, 
and pull. 

Cream Candy. 

Three cups of sugar, one cup of 
water, one -half teaspoonful of vanilla, 
piece of butter the size of a wallnut. 
Do not stir. When done it will -break 
In cold water. Pull and put on marble 
to cool. 

Nut Candy. 

Two cups of brown sugar, one cup 
of cream, one tablespoonful of butttt;, 
cook until done, stirring constantly. 
Add cup of nuts (any kind or kinds), 
stir briskly until candy sugars, and 
pour out on marble slab. 

Sugar Candy. 

One cup of sugar, one tablespoonful 
of vinegar, small pinch of butter and 
enough water to cover sugar. Stir 
until sugar is dissolved, and cook un- 
til candy is brittle in water. Pour 
into buttered dishes and pull. 

Imitation Terrapin. 

When diamond back terrapin^ Is ex- 
pensive this makes an excellent sub- 
stitute: Add to each quart of well- 
boiled chicken meat cut into small 
pieces, three hard boiled eggs, a quart- 
er of a pound of butter, half a cupful 
of cream, a tablespoonful of flour, salt 
and cayenne pepper to taste, with a 
pinch of mace. Put the flour and but- 
ter together and put It with the chicken 
in a saucepan, adding seasoning and 
cream. Heat over a moderate fire. 
With a little cream rub the yolks of 
the eggs smooth, chop the whites tine, 
add to the contents of the saucepan 
and stir while boiling. Serve at once. 

Welsh Rabbit Baked. 

Two cupfuls of grated cheese, one 
cupful of cream or milk, a cupful and a. 
half of bread crumbs, three eggs beaten 
separately and cayenne popper to 
taste. Heat the milk in a saucepan. As 
soon as heated add the cheese, then 
bread crumbs; stir until the cheese 
is melted; add cayenne pepper. Take 
from tho (Ire and stir in the yolks and

Believed Japanese Freighter 
Foundered During Recent 
Storms 



FORMER BLOCKADE RUNNER 



As Sylviana She Was British 
Tramp Until Confiscated for- 
Carrying Contraband . 



Anxiety regarding the Japanese 
steamer Goto Maru, now 55 days out 
from Hakodate, a port of northern 
Japan, for San Francisco, is increas- 
ing, and the underwriters are now 
offering 80 per cent, to reinsure her 
as she is believed to have foundered 
during the recent heavy gales In the 
Pacific. The Goto left Japan with a 
cargo of sulphur. The voyage usual- 
ly occupies sixteen to eighteen days, 
twenty being considered a slow pas- 
sage. Heavy weather has been re- 
ported by many vessels which cross- 
ed the ocean since the November 
gales slaked the trade routes. The Iyo 
Maru, which reached Yokohama De- 
cember 3 had a seaman drowned and 
was flooded and slightly damaged, the 
steamer Gymeric from this port was 
flooded and slightly strained, the 
steamer Hercules which left here No- 
vember 7 did not reach Muroran until 
3:! days after her date of sailing hav- 
ing been severely buffetted, and the 
steamer Inveran was 48 days from 
this port for Manila before reaching 
Muroran to coal. The Inveran, which 
sustained minor injuries on account 
of the heavy weather, was reinsured 
at- 25 per cent, just prior to her ar- 
rival, owing to the apprehension of 
the underwriters regarding her. The 
Goto Maru on her last trip across the 
Pacific occupied 41 days, and was re- 
insured at 30 per cent, on arrival. It 
was considered that" she was poorly 
handled then and the underwriters 
fear that she has now been lost. Re- 
insurance was quoted at i - cent, 
for some time, being advanced last 
v.-eek to 60 v- cent.' and since this 
week com. ' 'ed the rate has in- 
creased to So per cent. 

The Goto Maru was one of the 
blockade-running steamers captured 
by the Japanese naval vessels during 
the recent war. She was the British 
ship Sylviana. a" was on her way 
from Cardiff via Hong"kong, for Vladi- 
vostock with a cargo of Welsh coal 
when a Japanese gunboat overhauled 
her off Goto island In the Sea of 
Japan and took possession of her. 
When she was disposed of by auction 
after being confiscated she was 
bought in -by Japanese and renamed 
the Goto Maru. the Japanese govern- 
ment having -ordered that this vessel 
and several others be named after 
islands adjacent to the scene of their 
capture. 

The Goto . Maru is a steel screw 
steamer of 4,187 tons gross, 2,715 tons 
net register, built in 189S by Craig 
Taylor & Co., of Stockton, for Fur 
ness Withy & Co., Limited, 
dimensions are 360 feet long, 48.2 
beam and 20.4 deep. She has one 
steel deck and steel spar deck and 
web frames. In 1902 she stranded, 
and it was feared that she would 
prove a total loss, but she was final- 
ly floated by a salvage company and 
recommissloned, tramping with gen- 
eral cargoes until she fell into the 
hands of the Japanese and the name 
of Sylviana was painted off her stern 
to be replaced with Japanese charact- 
ers surmounted by the name Goto 
Maru in English.

Seattle Chamber of Commerce Asks 
Washington Government to Pro- 
vide Vessels for Defence 



The Seattle Chamber of Commerce 
adopted a resolution urging congress 
to provide submarine topedo boats for 
the protection of Puget sound and the 
cities oh its shores at a meeting held 
on Tuesday. It was pointed out that 
the depth of the water in the Sound 
and the rapidity of the tidal currents 
made it impossible to adequately pro- 
tect the waters from a hostile fleet 
by mining. It was also suggested that 
the prevalence of thick weather made 
the land fortifications ineffective for 
a large part of the time. The size of 
the Sound, its depth and the contour 
.of its shores were suggested as pecu- 
liarly adapted to the successful ma- 
neuvering of submarine boats. 

Boats of the type of the Octopu, re- 
cently under trial, are declared to be 
sufficient to protect the waters from 
any fleet in the world. On account 
of the short period required for their 
construction, their comparative small 
cost, their mobile qualities and in re- 
spect- to the number of men required 
to handle them, the chamber believes 
that the submarines are peculiarly 
fitted for the protection of Puget 
sound. 

SAVED MANY LIVES 

Lifesaving Service of United States 
Rescued 807 Persons and Saved 
611 Vessels During Year 



New Year's day on the waterfront 
was a quiet one. The offices were 
closed and few steamers were mov- 
ing. At the. C P. R. dock the blue 
peter was flying on three ■ of, the 
coasters, the Tees being on berth for 
Ahousaht and way ports, the steamer 
Queen City for Hardy bay via ports, 
and the Princess Beatrice, for Naas, 
Jedway, Skldegate, Port Simpson, 
Prince Rupert and other ports of the 
northern coast, and Queen Charlotte 
islands. The tug Pilot, which picked 
tip the disabled steamer Cottage City 
with her main shaft broken and towed 
her to Seattle, returned from the 
Sound port and moored In the inner 
harbor, and several smaller tugs were 
also in port. About midnight several 
vessels left port. The Toes proceeded 
to the west coast taking about GO tons 
of general provisions, including boxes 
of. all sorts and kinds for the settlers 
and townspeople of the ports of call, 
and lor the Indian villages between 
Victoria and Ahousaht. The Queen 
City had a small cargo, but was ex- 
pected to load considerable supplies at 
Vancouver. The Princess Beatrico 
took about 70 tons, mostly provisions 
for northern ports. The tug Queen 
left for Comox to tow a boom of logs 
to Chomainus.

JEAN IE STRIKES ON 

SUBMERGED DERELICT 



Is Opinion of Capt. Mason of Steamer 
Which Has Returned to Ta- 
coma From North 



That the steamer Jeanie, recently 
injured off - the Southeastern Alaskan 
coast, struck a submerged derelict is 
the opinion of Capt. Mason of the 
steamer, who has returned to Tacoma 
from the north. He said: 

."It was 5 p.- in. on December 7 when 
we were between Kyak and Middleton 
island. Forty minutes before we had 
hove the lead and found fifty fathoms, 
so It can easily be Imagined how sur- 
prised we were when the steamer sud- 
denly struck something. 

"The Jeanie struck three times. The 
first was not so heavy a shock, but 
the third time she hit very hard, 
enough to almost shake us to pieces. 
Howevor, she did not lose steerage, 
.and upon sounding the pumps we 
found she was not making any extra 
water. 

"However, the next day we got into 
a heavy cast-northeast gale, kicking 
up a nasty sea and causing the vessel 
to labor and roll heavily. This re- 
sulted In her making somewhat more 
water than usual, necessitating using 
one extra pump. After we struck we 
called at two of the smalied ports 
before arriving at Vaidez on December 
10. There a survey was held. The 
decision was that, as far as could be 
Bfton, the Jeanie was perfectly sea- 
worthy and we 'started on our return 
to' Tacoma." ' v 

It was reported that the Jeanie had 
struck an uncharted reef, but Capt. 
Mason, while ho does not know what 
the obstruction was, is inclined to be- 
lieve, it was a! derelict. It was dark 
at the time and nothing could be seen. | 
It' Is possible that when the Jeanie Is 
in drydock hor hull will 'show what 
It was. 

Captain Mason reports that a little 
coasting schooner brings word that the 
boiler of the steamer Discovery, 
which was lost several years ago, is 
lying on a ronf about two miles north- 
west of Middleton island. Th\4 is 
where the Discovery was wrecked. 
Tho hull has broken away from the 
boiler and is said to be hung jip on 



In view of the establishment of tho 
first Canadian lifesaving station on the 
Pacific within the next few days, the 
new powur lifeboat being expected to 
leave tomorrow for Banfteld creek, the 
following comment by the New York 
Maritime Register regarding the work of 
tho United States lifesaving service dur- 
ing the past year will be of Interest: 

"The report recently issued by General 
Superintendent S. 1. Kimball of the Dife 
Saving Service makes a very creditablo 
showing of the work done by that serv- 
ice during the past fiscal year. Of tho 
imperilled property valued at nearly nine 
Her I millions of dollars about seven and 
one-half millions were saved. Besides 
this there were six hundred and eleven 
vessels valued with their cargoes at 
over five and one-half millions of dol- 
lars "saved under circumstances that 
would have resulted in serious damage, 
or total loss but for life-savers," and 
eight hundred and seven persons were 
rescued by the life-saving crews! This 
furnishes good evidence of the effici- 
ency of the Life Saving Service both 
as regards Its general management and 
the faithfulness of the members of the 
life-saving crews. In the successful 
conduct of this service vers' much de- 
pends upon the intelligent Independent 
efforts . of -the life-saver. Vigilance, 
courago and quick decision in rendering 
necessary assistance to distressed ves- 
sels Is required. The men who compose 
the crews are subject to hardship, expo- 
sure and great risks. Superintendent 
Kimball urges pensions and retirement 
for the aged and disabled members of 
this service. This would be a very wise 
provision. It would give encouragement 
in their work to the life-savers, and 
make the service attractive to the right 
kind of men If in case of disability from 
age or accident they would be certain 
of a pension for the remainder of their 
natural life. The Life Saving Service 
from both a humane and material stand- 
point is one of the more important of 
the branches of our government. The 
character of the work and the. great re- 
sults achieved in saving life as well as 
property of great value certainly en- 
tities the life-saver to a pension." 



Four Russian submarines, with a dis- 
placement of about 400 tons each, jvhich 
are in course of construction in the 
Krelton yard at St. Petersburg, are to 
be named "Krokodll." "Kayman," "Dra- 
kon," and "Alligator." A submarine, 
with a displacement of HBO" tons, which 
13 in -hand in the Baltic yards, will re- 
ceive the name of "Akula." another 
submarine, with a displacement of 177 
tons, which is being completed in the 
same yards, Is to be named "Minog'i. ' 
Three submarines, built in Germany tor 
the Russian navy, have just been de- 
livered; they are named "Karp," "Km- 
assi" and "Kambala." They are each 
133 feet long by 10 feet 4 inches beam, 
and they have a displacement of 200 
tons; their surface speed will be from 
11 to 12 knots per hour, and their sub- 
marine speed 9 to 12 knots per hour. 
They will each carry a torpedo tube and 
three torpedoes. Some changes are con- 
templated In the Russian navy yards. 
The Baltic yards are to derate them- 
selves to the construction of new ships 
end engines; the Admiralty yards to tha 
construction of new ships and repairs; 
the Obouchof yards to the production 
of guns, projectiles, armour plates, tor- 
pedoes, etc., and the Sjn. ski yards to ar- 
mour plates and other shipbuilding ma- 
terial.

BARK'S A RDUOU S VOYAGE 

Alexander Black Came From Rotter 
dam to San Diego via Cape of 
Good Hope Route 



The British bark Alexander Black, 
which reached San. Diego on Tuesday 
with cement from Rotterdam, was 
over six months on tho voyage, and 
almost circled the globe. She showed 
the marks of terrific weather, her gal- 
ley and forecastle being wrecked, one 
lifeboat gone and another damaged 
beyond repair. Capt. Griffith said: 

"It was positively the worst voyage 
I ever sailed. When I first left the old 
country for San Diego it was with the 
intention of going around the Horn and 
up the coast of North America, but we 
had very heavy seas on the Atlantic 
and as this is tho worst time of the 
year for rounding the Horn, I decided 
to go by way of Cape of Good Hope.' 

The captain stated that the ship had 
sailed a total of 24,000 miles. 



W. H. Allison, who has been ap- 
pointed marine superintendent of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship company vice 
Capt. Ridder whose resignation due 
to internal strife in the management 
of the company came recently as a 
surprise to shipping men is well 
known here. He ran to this port for 
many years as first assistant engi- 
nees of the steamer Queen, with which 
vessel he was long associated. He is 
a native of California, having been 
born at Benicia in 1855. He served his 
apprenticship as an engineer at the 
Risdon Iron Works at San Ftancisco. 
He joined the steamer Oceanic in 1877 
and made a trip to China, and went 
from her to the steamer Georgia re- 
maining with that vessel until she was 
wrecked on tho coast of Central Am- 
erica. Then he was an oiler on the 
steamer City of Peking for a year 
when he was promoted to the post 
of third assistant of the steamer City 
of Sydney. When the Pacific Coast 
Steamship company decided to build 
the steamer Queen,, then known as the 
Queen of the Pacific, the after part of 
the name being dropped in 1800, Mr. 
Allison went east and worked at tho 
Cramp yards until the vessel was 
ready to leave for tho Pacific when he 
joined her as second assistant. When 
the explosion and fire took place on 
board the steamer in Numiljiio har- 
bor In the eighties, an accident which' 
resulted in the loss of eleven lives, 
Mr. Allison was one of the cr=!W who 
escaped Injury. He remained with the 
steamer Queen many years becoming 
chief engineer, and later was ap- 
pointed assistant to vice President 
Ford at Seattle. 



GEORG IA AT S IDNEY 

Canadian Mexican Liner Arrives at 
Island Port This Morning to 
Load Lumber 

The steamer Georgia of the Cana- 
dian-Mexican lino left Now Westmin- 
ster yesterday for Sidney to load lum- 
ber at the mills there and will arrive 
here tonight, sailing tomorrow for 
Mazatlan and other ports of the Mexi- 
can coast. The repairs to the steamer's 
steering gear were quickly effected, 
little delay resulting on this account. 



LONG TOWING TRIP 



Two Big Tugs for San Francisoo to 
Start Remarkable Voyage in 
Few Days 



Two steam tugs, the Hercules and 
Goliah will commence a long and In- 
teresting voyage from Camden, New 
Jersey for San Francisco via the 
Straits of Magellan on January 1.0. 

The undertaking is rendered re- 
markable by the fact that tho Goliah 
Is to come In tow of the Hercules, and 
no stop is tc -be made during the voy- 
age of over 17,000 miles, either for fuel 
for tho tugs, or provisions for those on 
noard. 

The Hercules and Goliah wore built 
at Camden, N. J. at the yards of John 
H. Dialogue & Sons., for tho Ship- 
owners and Merchants' Tugboat com- 
pany of San Francisco for service in 
that port, and for taking heavy ves- 
sels long distances. Each is 150 feet 
long, 26 feet beam and 17 feet deep, 
and is equipped with triple expansion 
engines of over 1,000 horse-power, 
which developed a speed of fifteen 
knots per hour. Each will carry 2,- 
500 barrels of oil, which will be suf- 
ficient to carry them the whole way 
from Camden through the straits of 
Magellan to San Francisco. 



At the recent annual meeting of the 
shareholders of the P. & O. line, Sir 
Thomas Sutherland, G. C. M. G., 
chairman, said regarding the "All-Red 
Route,'' which would, of course, be a 
serious rival to the P. & O. service: 

"We are threatened with another 
nail in our coffin.. We are threatened — 
1 daresay you have read it in the 
newspapers — with what Is called, the 
"All-Ked Route," a scherno which we 
heard a great deal about at the time 
of the late colonial conference, and 
which is to run express ships like the 
Busitania and Mauretania, I suppose, 
via Canada to New, Zealand and to 
Australia. It has been the ambition 
of Canada for many years to have an 
express service of this character. I 
'myself have beenj- applied to once or 
twice in connection with . the project, 
but up to the present time, nobody, 
apparently, has "bien willing to meet 
the necessary expenditure In connec- 
tion with it. To .extend an express 
service to New Zealand, and to Aus- 
tralia will Indeed demand gigantic re- 
sources and it would be a matter of 
very great Interest indeed to find out 
where those resources are to be found. 
There is another question which arises 
in connection with the project: The 
distance between Vancouver and Wel- 
lington in New Zealand is, in round 
figures, some 6,300' nautical miles, and 
how express steamers are to be built 
in order to carry coal for that dis- 
tance is ono of those engineering prob- 
lems which I believe is at the present 
time Insoluble. I have therefore not 
been very much surprised to see, by 
the correspondence In the newspapers, 
that there is a great deal of tonfr.g 
down of the idea of these express 
speed vessels for the Pacific part ot 
the service, and it has been suggested 
that the ships engaged in this ser- 
vice should coal at Honolulu. But, 
good Heavens, if the ships are to coal 
at Honolulu, what becomes of the "All- 
Red Route," for Honolulu is an Amer- 
ican port, and the "All-Red Route" 
would therefore appear to me to be a 
phrase merely to throw dust in the 
eyes of an innocent public. When the 
Pacific development is talked about, 
there Is always something said about 
such an eventuality as war closing the. 
Mediterranean and the route In which 
we are interested — and which, by the 
way, is. far more of an All-Red route 
than a route would be which requires 
a steamer to coal at Honolulu; but 
the mall contract which we have en- 
tered into recently, and I may say, 
contracts entered into antecedent to 
that, require us in the event of war 
to transfer our steamers to whatever 
voyage or line the government require 
for the time being. Whether we should 
have in case of war to transfer our 
steamers to the Atlantic or to the Pa- 
cific Is one of (hose questions, which, 
of course, no one can express an 
opinion about at present; but there 
is the power at any moment for the 
government to require us to enter the 
Pacific trade if that should bo neces- 
sary. It appears.'ito me that this pro- 
ject as far as Canada is concerned, 
is a most legitimate project, although 
a very costly one, yet so far as tho 
Pacific route Is concerned, there is no 
possible revenue which can ho secured 
in order to maintain it, because, of 
course, these steamers could merely 
carry passengers, and so far as the 
passenger trade to New Zealand and 
Australia is concerned, it is utterly 
Inadequate at the present moment to 
moot the requirements of the numerous 
lines which arc at present running' to 
these great Colonies. Therefore, if 
this service were to be established It 
could only be established at the ex- 
pense of tho Suez canal linos, In which 
von and I and so many others are in- 
terested." • , 



COMPANIES MERGE 



Northwestern and Alaska Steamshp 
Companies Combined Under 
New Management

known as the Alaska Steamship Com- 
pany.

Mr. Gamwell alleges that he chart- 
ered the Haldis on December 14, 1907, 
for ,a voyage from Columbia river 
ports to La Boca, Panama, and that 
a charter party for the voyage was 
drawn up. Later he states the master 
of .the boat chartered It again to other 
parties for a higher sum and refused 
to live up to the original charter party. 
He alleges that he was put to a loss 
of $15,000 because of this violation of 
charter. 

The libellant asks the court to at- 
tach -the steamship Haldis, its tackle, 
apparel and furniture for the amount 
of the suit, as the boat is now pre- 
paring for a voyage out of the juris- 
diction of the court.

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HYDRAULIC MINING 
IN EAST KOOTENAY 

Sale of Perry Creek Property 
Likely to Lead to Revival 
of Interest 



Cranbrook, Jan. 1 — The recent pur- 
chase of a large area of placer ground 
on Perry creek by the Illinois Steel 
company is certain to revive the in- 
terest now being taken in placer min- 
ing in the Cranbrook district. 

Ferry creek in years past has been 
the scene of considerable activity in 
mininp-. The Wisconsin outfit, having 
?ecured the Perry Creek Hydraulic 
property, have done a large amount of 
work during the past six years. And 
If reports can bo relied upon, have 
taken out yellow metal enough to pay 
all expenses. 

A report was received at Cranbrook 
on Friday afternoon to the effect that 
Wisconsin owners had sold the con- 
trolling interest in the property to the 
Illinois Steel company. It has been 
known for some months that . a deal 
was pending, and that it would be 
closed at an early date. 

The following is a report received 
from Black River Falls, Wis.: The 
Perry Creek Hydraulic mine, located 
near Cranbrook, B. C, has become the 
property of the Illinois Steel company 
oC Chicago, the sellers being H, A. 
Bright, of Black Biver Falls, Wis., E. 
G. Boynton and Colonel Orlando Hol- 
vvay of Lacrosse, Wis., and A. S. Trow 
of Merrillan, Wis., who . realized SUOO,- 
000, retaining one-tenth interest in the 
mine. 

The company was incorporated for 
$1,000,000 and sold $900,000 of stock to 
the Illinois Steel company, which will 
increase the facilities for mining and 
work the plant to the full capacity. 

The development of the property was 
a big undertaking, but the judgment 
of the owners in investing thousands 
of dollars in up-to-date machinery was 
confirmed, when a short time after th 
mine began operating, it started to 
turn out gold in paying quantities. 

The water of Perry creek was con 
duced in a flume, four feet square 
along the mountain side a distance of 
four miles, and then dropped through 
pipes 000 feet, giving a pressure of 
approximity 300 pounds at the bottom, 
to use in washing the dirt into the 
sluiceways. AVIicre the flume crosses 
a l'avine an inverted siphon was built. 

A. S. Trow, of Merrillan undertook 
the construction work of the plant and 
later was joined by Mr. Bright, and to- 
gether they superintended and wit- 
nessed the successful starting of the 
plant. When the plant is in operation, 
which Is most of the time, 2,000 yards 
of dirt is washed out. The dirt is 
there in unlimited quantities and is 
rich, and the mine lias been profitable 
during the three years they have op- 
erated it. 

Mr. Trow has superintended the op- 
eration of the plant for the company, 
but his advanced age and poor health 
have made it necessary for him to give 
up the work, and as the other members 
of the company all have otlier interests 
that require all their time they decided 
to sell the mine.

Aid. Ramsay said the manner in 
Which the working of candidates and 
their supporters at tho polls had been 
carried on was such that ladies en- 
titled to the franchise refused to go 
to the polling place.-. Under any cir- 
cumstances it was advisable that the 
electors should be left to follow out 
their own convictions without being 
pulled and hauled at the very entrance 
to the polling booth. 

Aid. Bird said the statute referred 
to had been submitted to City Solicitor 
Cowan, who advised that there was no 
doubt as to its covering the pulling 
in this city. 

The resolution then passed by a una- 
nimous vote.

In view of fne great interest taken 
.in naval questions at tho present day, 
the new type of ' "ocean-going de- 
stroyers," which are now approach- 
ing delivery, deserves special men- 
tion, says a writer in Syren and Ship- 
ping. Tile speed of 33 knots is an 
exceptionally high one under any con- 
ditions, but with the stipulation for 
this speed being maintained over a 
period of six hours, combined with 
heavy scantlings of hull and machin- 
ery, and with strictly limited con- 
sumption of fuel, it becomes a prob- 
lem of some considerable difficulty, 
Messrs. R. and W. Hawthorn,- Leslie 
& Co. Have had great success with 
high-speed destroyers, having built 
and engined a large number, rep- 
resenting specimens of all tho types at 
present in use. Further, they built 
the Viper, Volox and Eden, which 
were the earliest turbine boats ord- 
ered by tho British admiralty. The 
Ghurka, one of tho new type referred 
to, Intended for open sea work, has 
just completed her official trials. On 
the full power trial, a speed of about 
a knot in excess of that specified in 
the contract, was obtained; the speed 
over the whole period of six hours 
was 33.91 knots per hour, while the 
mean of six runs over the measured 
course during the fourth hour gave 
speed of 34 knots, and the highest 
mean speed on the measured mile was 
34% knots. There Is little doubt that 
had tho quantity of oil per squaro 
foot of heating surface not been re- 
stricted, a speed of over 34 knots 
*cou : ld have been easily maintained 
during tho six hcura. The conditions 
laid down by tho admiralty, which 
have to bo fulfilled on the 24 hours 
consumption trial, are that tho vi 
sel should have a radius of action 
1,500 miles at a speed of not 1 
than 13 knots per hour. The Ghurka 
has more than realised these condi 
tlons, ..and- has .proved herself to have 
a radius of action of 1,715 knots n 
speed' of 1 3 Vi knots per hour. If 
what -are known as the-, peace tanks 
are also filled, she Is capable of steam- 
ing almost 2,500 knots without a stop, 
which is equivalent to a voyage across 
the North Atlantic to Canada, 61 
run from the Tyno to Malta. This is 
a much larger radius of action than 
any other vessels of the type have 
yet attained. This trial was com- 
pleted on Friday evening off Yar- 
mouth, after which the vessel pro- 
cooded to Sheerness, took in oil fuel 
and sailed for the Tyne on Saturday 
morning at 8 a. m., arriving off Tyne- 
mouth Piers — a distance of 270 miles 
— -at C p. in., thus reaching home sooner 
than could bo done by coming by 
train from Sheerness to Newcastle, 
a continuous speed, .in a moderate sea, 
of 27 knots being comfortably main- 
tained with four-fifths of her boilers. 
Messrs. Hawthorn, Leslie & Co. are 
to be congratulated on these results, 
which havo been obtained with boil- 
ers burning oil fuel, which has re- 
cently been introduced into the Bri- 
tish navy. Tho Ghurka'e dimensions 
ore: Length, 255 feet; breadth, 25 
feet (i Inches; displacement, SG4 tons. 
The vessel is fitted with turbine ma- 
chinery of the Parsons type, which 
has been constructed by Messrs. R. 
and W. Hawthorn, Leslie & Co., at 
their St. Peter's works. There are 
threo propeller shafts, on tho centre 
ono of which a high pressure turbine 
is fitted, while on each wing shaft 
there Is a low pressure turbine, and, 
In addition, cruising and astern tur- 
bines. The vessel proved herself to 
bo easily manoeuvred ahead and 
astern. Tho cruising turbines aro 
used, for economical steaming at sea. 
The boilers, five in number, are of 
the latest Improved jSTai'row type. 
They aro specially fitted with oil 
burning arrangements, and havo 
proved that boilers of this typo aro 
equally efficient when burning either 
oil or coal. 



Tho largest sailing craft in the 
world's shipping, the German fivo- 
masted bark R. C. Rickmers. is at San 
Francisco, having arrived a few days 
ago with 6.GO0 tons of coal from New- 
castle. Much interest has been dis- 
played by shipping men in the ves- 
sel, which, in addition to the large 
amount of sail which can bo spread on 
her five masts, is equipped with auxi- 
liary steam power, for uso when sho 
meets with calms or contrary winds,

"There is nothing surprising In her 
success," said the captain, "because a 
sailing ship of the Rickmers' tonnage, 
with properly adjusted auxiliary power, 
should be economically efficient. The 
difficulty in the past has always been 
to properly fix the apportionment of 
power, and then, to get interested peo- 
ple to believe in it."

This being tho case, the record of a 
large sailing ship, with auxiliary pow- 
er, is ono of the utmost Importance. 
To begin with, their cheaper first cost 
may beat tho slow-going cargo steamer 
Ifar economy. ... 

The R. C. Rickmers began hor ocean- 
going career on April 22, 1D08, pro- 
ceeding from Bremerhaven to New 
York. Taking the latter city as her port 
of departure, she made a round-trip 
voyage of two eastern ports and two 
ports in Europe. Then sho completed 
tho outward run to San Pedro, She 
had been at sea 295 days and during 
that time sailed. , or steamed 49,959 
miles, an average of lfifl.G miles per 
day. Then she covered tho distance to 
Australia, and Is now in this harbor 
with fuel. Although she has only been 
afloat for a short period, nearly 40,000 
tons of cargo have been handled. No- 
thing could reflect more credit both on 
the captain and tho ship. 



The. first passage of the ship from 
New York to Saigon was mado in tho 
excellent time of eighty-three days. 
Even better than that was a voyago 
made from Hamburg to San Pedro. 
This voyage, of com ho, necessitated 
tile rounding of Cape Horn. The trip, 
too, was made at .the most unfavor- 
able season of the year, but it was 
completed in ninety-seven days. This 
accomplishment in itself demonstrates 
exclusively that at times tho auxiliary 
engines wore of great value in getting 
tho ship through the water. The exact 
distance covered was 15,801 miles. Tho 
average speed was 1G3 miles per d/ay, 
or fi.8 miles per hour. Of the total dis- 
tance covered, 10,357 miles wero made 
under full sail, the time thus consumed 
boing a trifle over sixty 'days, or an 
average of 172.26 miles per day, or 
7.1 S mll3s per hour. With tho propoiler 
going, 6.504 miles wero steamed in a 
trifle jver thirty-seven days, an aver- 
age tpecd of 148.6 miles per day, or G.2 
miles per hour.

NOTE AND COMMENT 



Owing to the increased cost of pro- 
duction, and the higher price's de- 
manded for white paper, at many 
points on the continent of America 
newspapers are advancing- their sub- 
scription rates. It seoms to be the gen- 
eral tendency also to "cut ouf the free 
list, which policy the Colonist Inaugur- 
ated yesterday. Apropos of this new 
departure on the part of many news- 
papers, we observe the following para- 
graph in the Cranbroolt Herald: 

The Herald has carried a number of 
subscriptions year after year out of 
courtesy and good feeling* without 
payment. This will have ro cease at the 
beginning of the New Year. We have 
been "good fellow" as long as we can. 
If the cash is not forthcoming by 
February tlrst these individuals will 
not receive the paper In the future. Wo 
have neither the capital nor the inclin- 
ation to carry these individuals any 
longer, and no reasonable person 
would expect the proprietor of a paper 
to carry them indefinitely. 

An opinion typical of the views of a 
large number of provincial newspapers 
in regard to the action of the govern- 
ment in wiping out the million dollar 
loan is thus expressed by the B. C. 
Mining Exchange: 

The almost entire pbliteratiort_6f the 
provincial indebtedness comprised in 
the million-dollar loan secured by the 
Provincial Government ' barely four 
years ago, is a most noteworthy testi- 
mony . to the marked business ability 
with which Mr. McBrlde and his col- 
leagues have administered the affairs 
of this province since they assumed the 
reins of power in 1903. In another 
column we give full details of the na- 
ture of this very satisfactory transac- 
tion, but we take this opportunity of 
congratulating the Provincial Govern- 
ment upon the gratifying result of its 
financial policy, which has enabled it 
to take a step so creditable to British 
Columbia's credit in the monetary 
world, especially at the present time. 

In rffspect to one feature of "the 
most marvellous naval manoeuvre in 
all history," the people of the United 
States are divided into two distinct 
factions by an irreconcilable difference 
of opinion. Those whose interests lie 
with the Atlantic coast say that the 
navy must return to the point whence 
it sailed; and, on the other hand, 
those, whose interest are in the west 
declare that the navy must remain on 

■ the Pacific, and that if the Atlantic 
needs a navy of its own another must 
be buiii. The Portland (Ore.) Even- 
ing Telegram puts it this way: 
' That the maintenance of a, world- 
power Navy is expensive and that 
the expense is a constantly increas- 
ing factor to be reckoned with, until 
it is difficult to tell where the pro- 
cess will stop, everyone understands. 
That it would be infinitely better if 
all nations would agree to djsarma 
ment or to the maintenance of a men 
police pQwrr^on the high seas .may be 
argued with logic acceptable to the 
highest humanitarlanism. But nations 
will not so agree — at least there is no 
immediate prospect of their so do- 
llig. The most practical humanitarian- 
ism demands that each nation accept 
conditions as they are and not as they 
should be, according to commendable 
theory. The position of the United 
States Is, therefore, clearly that of a 
.greater navy-builder. It is our duty to 
' maintain a navy sufficient for both 
oceans— a duty that is suggested with 

. some emphasis by the cruise of the 
battle fleet, now steaming. towards the 
Pacific on the most famous cruise in 
all naval history. 

"A spasm of sympathetic pessi- 
mism" is the way the Winnipeg Tele- 
gram describes what has been the 
trouble with Manitoba and the other 
Prairie province.-: for the past "few 
months. This means, we anticipate, 
'that they have been suffering from a 
temporary feeling of frigidity in the 
pedal extremities, or, in other words, 
have had a slight attack'of "cold feet.' 
However, it is very gratifying to be 
informed, as we are by the Telegram, 
that whatever the trouble was it has 
passed away. It says: 

If the situation has greatly Improv- 
ed already, the outlook" for lflOS is 
even more roseate. A country which 
has made a demonstration such a'j 
the Canadian West has shown retains 
the confidence of capital and will not 
lack for the means of further devel- 
opment. Public works, and railway 
construction will not be diminished 
but increased. The fact, is that West- 
ern Canada did not suffer from the 
financial stringency except by a tem- 
porary restriction of credit which 
threatened the movement of the crop, 
and diminished the volume of specu- 
lative business. What we did suf'fer- 
from was a spasm of sympathetic 
pessimism which is a nervous trouble, 
and not due to any real physical ail- 
ment. For that a gentle tonic like 
that administered by Mr. Lanigan is 
(in excellent curt. 

The litany former residents of Win- 
nipeg now living In Victoria will take 
a. special interest In learning that a 
remarkably enthusiastic and successful 
public meeting was held at the former 
city the other day under the auspices 
of the Civic Industrial and Develop- 
ment association. There were nearly 
three thousand people present, and the 
speeches reflected an unbounded faith 
in the future of the prairie metropolis. 
Dealing with the significance of the 
gathering, the Telegram says: 

Beyond the buoyant optimism of 
the speeches there was an earnest- 
ness in the conduct of the meeting, 
In the treatment, of the various phases 
of the movement which the phrase 
forward, Winnipeg" conveys, on tho 
par\ of both platform and auditorium 
Uiat\ was assuring beyond measure. 
It w.\s a meeting largely of congratu- 
lation ft bail nothing of the elements 
of ''Loom" and certainly nothing of 
doubt, \uncertalnty and dread. It was 
more t\an a -gathering together of the 
best bflVWihnipeg to advance the In- 
terests \V tlie city" and of the citizens.

H. Wilson Brown, Esq., now on a 
visit to his native land, who bearing 
in mind the great dearth of winter 
amusement in this colony, has en- 
deavored, at considerable expense, to 
supply the want. Wherever English- 
men have made their homes some 
modification of tho national sport has 
been established. In Canada, the fox 
is hunted In somewhat the original 
style. In Australia the kangaroo; in 
India the boar; in China, New Zea- 
land, Gibraltar, wherever the old flag 
waves, the cheer of the huntsman is 
heard, except only In our own col- 
ony, where, however, paper hunting 
though a burlesque on the noble 
sport, serves to show the craving for 
something nearer the original, which, 
now, thanks to Mr. Wilson Brown we 
may hope soon to enjoy.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



Lord Ampthill, who lias bc*n lectur- 
ing in Paris on "British Imperialism" 
before the members of the Ligue Col- 
oniale Francaise. is a peer of remark- 
able powers, says M. A. P. Although 
but little over 'thirty-five he has held 
many important posts, the first of 
which was that of secretary to Mr. 
Chamberlain, for whom he entertains 
the highest admiration, as his public 
speeches have repeatedly testified. At 
the age of thirty-one. he was one of 
the youngest of British Pro-Consuls, 
performing the onerous duties of Gov- 
ernor of Madras so successfully that 
tho King honored him with the G.C. 
S.I. He had the further distinction 
of acting for Lord Curzon, as under- 
study during the latter's absence from 
India in 1904 He is an Oxford man, 
and not only did he do well in sport 
but also in the schools. He was presi- 
dent of the 'varsity Doat club and of 
the union. He is a splendid oarsman, 
and in 1891 won one of the finest races 
ever seen at Henley. 

Alfred Nobel, whose memory receives 
Its annual revival in the award of his 
munificent prizes, had, says the Daily 
Chronicle, little personal knowledge of 
England. He disliked our climate and 
cooking — in all London he found only 
one hotel and one restaurant where 
dinner was a possibility ,arid he quali- 
fied even this praise by describing their 
cuisine as "the least disagreeable" In 
England. A disappointment that he 
never got over was that he was not 
elected a member ot the Royal So- 
ciety, while his life-long weakness and 
nervous disposition and winter bron- 
chitis made first Paris and then San 
Remo his chosen abode on his attain- 
ment of wealth. Only twice did No- 
bel ever visit the groat high-explosive 
factory which lie established in Scot- 
land. In Paris he was to bo seen 
daily huddled up in his rugs in his 
carriage driving to his laboratory out- 
side the city. He had an extraordin- 
ary knowledge of languages, a distrust 
of lawyers — he made his own will — 
and when heart disease came upon him 
he wore a spymograph to trace the 
irregularities of his pulse. Tiring easily 
with the pictures on his walls, he ar- 
ranged with an art dealer to have Ills 
rooms hung with pictures on hire, re- 
turning them and receiving others in 
exchange as often us he liked, He took 
out 12!) patents In England, and tho 
invention to which he attached most 
importance was his artificial india- 
rubber, of which few people have ever 
heard, because his dynamite speaks so 
loudly for Itself. 

In the second instalment of her re- 
miniscences in the Century. Lady 
Randolph Churchill (Mrs. George 
Cornwallis-West) mentions that up to 
1834 carriages were allowed In Rotten 
Row, but flow its tanned roadway Is 
kept entirely for riders. The Duke ot 
SI. Albans, hereditary Gra,n<l Falconer, 
however, has the privilege of driving 
through tho Row if ho chooses. Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West tells a story of Lord 
Charles Beresford, who accepted the 
wagerfl of some Menus that he would 
drive up the Row without being mo- 
lested by the police. But on tho day

.who had repaired en masse to the Row, 
looked In vain for him, until In. tho 
much-abused driver of a water-cart.

London Morning Post. — If the Liber- 
al Government can only find six or 
seven millions, could they not be laid 
out to better advantage in encourag- 
ing saving as a preliminary to com- 
pelling it? If there is to be discrimi- 
nation is it not the fairest, and clean- 
est way to let people do their dis- 
crimination themselves? Let the State 
begin by supplementing voluntary sav- 
ings. An ideal scheme of old age pen- 
sions would not begin with half mea- 
sures. But assuming that the Govern- 
ment finds half measures necessary, 
that not all can be saved at once, it 
is a sound general rule of social re- 
form not to waste energy in beginning 
at the bottom, but to begin at the 
top and work downwards. It is wise 
to help those who can do something 
for themselves before attacking those 
who are helpless or act helplessly. 
Those who wish to contrast the half- 
way house of non-contributory dis- 
crimination with that of automatic 
self-selection of the thrifty can't do 
better than consider the application 
of the rival plans to the proposal just 
made among the Leicestershire miners 
to introduce a voluntary scheme of 
old-age pensions for themselves. The 
fate of this proposal and of many 
like it now hangs in the balance. The 
prospect of a Government subsidy to 
this scheme would probably be a' de- 
cisive clement in favor of the proposal. 
Tho prospect of a Government scheme 
of old-age pensions discriminating 
against . those who already have prop 
erty or pension from elsewhere must 
be a direct discouragement to personal 
effort. 

The London Tribune, referring 
Canada's act of retaliation against tho 
Australian tariff- mongers, says— It 
suggests a whole volume of fiscal re- 
flections. It illustrates the prepon- 
derance of material over moral consid- 
erations in colonial politics. It ex- 
hibits shipping subsides not only as 
a necessary encouragement of local 
industry, but as a weapon in the 
economic warfare which is an Inevita- 
ble result of protectionist aims. In- 
cidentally it indicates the riskiness of 
such arrangements as are being press- 
ed upon the Imperial Government by 
thu authors of the "All-Red Route" 
project. It is a. small specimen of 
the kind of strife in which we should 
be involved if England were ever to 
succumb to the blandishments of Mr. 
Balfour and his colleagues. It shows 
the folly of hoping, to establish Im- 
perial unity upon a policy of alter- 
nate bargains and "big revolver" play. 
Altogether it Is one of the most en- 
lightening episodes that have occur- 
red since Mr. Chamberlain threw down 
his rash challenge to the ghost of 
Richard Cobden. 

London Daily Chronicle — The Union- 
ists, having decided that they do not 
differ among themselves any longer, 
are engaged in discussing wherein it 
was that they used to differ. Mr. A. 
Chamberlain at the Liberal Unionist 
conference in Edinburgh defined the 
matter thus: "It was idle to deny there 
had been differences, but they were 
more in theory or language than as 
to practical steps." This statement 
appears to us to be precisely the op- 
posite of what has been and still is 
the real fact. What the Chumber- 
lainitcs were fighting the Balfourltes 
about was not matters of theory or 
language, but questions of practical 
policj — as, for instance, whether food 
was or was not to be taxed, whether 
there was or was not to be a general 
tariff. They now Imagine themselves 
lo have composed these difficulties, but 
once more a divergence appears, and 
it Is again precisely not what Mr. 
Chamberlain says. A formula has 
been found in the Chaplin resolution 
upon which, so far as theory or lan- 
guage goes, the warring sections are 
united. But what about practical 
steps? The Chamborlainit.es want to 
put the policy of the Chaplin resolu- 
tion in the forefront of the Unionist 
propaganda, but. Mr. Balfour, having 
paid his lip service, wants to keep it 
at a distance, and bids the party turn 
their eyes away from these things. 
This does not look like practical union. 



London Standard — From the per- 
sonal point of view President Roosevelt 
has no doubt acted wisely in announc- 
ing his final and irrevocable decision 
not to be drawn next year Into the 
Presidential contest as Republican 
candidate. The influences on the other 
side were strong and tempting, it was 
plausible to argue that he would not 
tand for a third term, since his ori- 
ginal entrance into the White House 
was Involuntary, not the result of an 
election which he had challenged, but 
an automatic consequence of the mur- 
der of Mr. MoKinley. Beyond all ques- 
tion his will have been a memorable 
Presidency. If sometimes tbfl ad- 
vertisement has been a Utile ton sonor- 
ous for English taste, the endeavor 
has throughout been lofty, and the 
accomplishment will be by no menus 
Inconsiderable. The only' doubt re- 
maining Is whether, having nil along 
been resolved not to consider a third 
term, Mr. Roosevelt was justified in 
starting on tho large and disturbing 
projects associated with his policy. To 
bring the railway corporations under 
control and to fight, the gigantic trade 
combines which have sprung up, was 
an undertaking which, if commenced 
at. all, should have been initiated in 
the first, not. the last, year of a presi- 
dential quadrnnnium. Clearly Mr. 
Roosevelt would fall even if ho' would 
nt tempt to give effect to the most 
drastic of the schemes outlined in his 
recent Message to Congress. Techni- 
cally bis powers towards the end of 
bis term will remain unimpaired, but 
they will lack the driving force requir- 
ed to defeat the intrigues of the 
"kings" and "bosses" against whom 
he declared war. Never having In- 
tended to waver in bis original .self-' 
abnegation, be might have done hot to; 
not to stir ^p a trouble which he can

Arrangement for Weekly Sail- 
ings of Steamers 



The new schedule of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company for the win- 
ter months whereby a weekly sailing is 
to be given instead of once every live 
days is causing dissatisfaction. The 
Tacoma Ledger says: 

Shippers do not complain of the 
amount of tonnage on the run, but of 
the steaming date. Private advices 
from San Francisco yesterday state 
that the schedule Is unsatisfactory, 
while already in Tacoma and at Se- 
attle shippers are beginning to mui- 
mu r, 

The cause of complaint Is that the 
schedule of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company is too close to that of its 
only competitor, tho Alaska-Pacific 
Steamship company, operating the two 
fine oil-burning passenger and freight 
steamers, Watson and Buckmun. This 
company will continue to run these 
vessels as heretofore, leaving Puget 
Sound and San Francisco at the same 
time each Saturday, 1 p.m. 

Under the new arrangement it 
means all shipments from tlie Sound to 
San Francisco will have to be made on 
Friday and Saturday, while cargo 
from California will arrive each week 
on Monday and Tuesday. Thus there 
will be no San Francisco freight re- 
ceived between Tuesday, and the fol- 
lowing Monday, while-nothing can be 
shipped to the south between Saturday 
and the following. Friday. Shippers 
complain that this is unfair , to them,

PAST YEAR'S TRADE 
IN UNITED STATES 

Industrial Activity Severely 
Checked in Closing Months 
By Panic 



DIAMOND CUTTERS IDLE. 

Paris, January J. — According to re- 
ports sent out by the French consul in 
Amsterdam diamond cutters of that city 
arc undergoing a severe crisis of their 
own as a direct result of the recent 
financial stringency in the United States. 

Amsterdam, which formerly had a 
monopoly of the diamond-cutting trade, 
is still the most important centre-. of 
that business In' the world. It employs 
ordinarily 9,500 expert men and women 
In tills trade alone, not including the 
apprentices. Their salaries make' a to- 
tal of $8,500,000 a year. 

America, which had In recent years 
come to be America's best market, dis- 
appeared from the books of the diamond 
merchants this year almost completely. 
Three of the largest establishments 
which worked exclusively for the Am- 
erican trade shut down last week; 
throwing over 800 men out of work. 
Other establishments are reducing their 



New York, Dec. 31. — According to R. 
G: Dunn & Co.'s annual revled of 
trade, to bo published tomorrow, the 
year 1907 started off most auspiciously 
as regards commercial, industrial ahd 
agricultural conditions, and for nearly 
ten months the year was almost a re- 
cord-breaker in all lines of business 
activity, but the paper will say condi-. 
Hons changed radically during tho last 
ten weeks of 1907. The financial dis- 
turbances that starteu In last October 
unsettled confidence, currency com- 
manded a premium, and plans for fut- 
ure extensions of business were aban- 
doned or postponed. Failures were 
larger than at any time since the crisis 
of the last decade, and a number of 
banks closed, some of them only tem- 
porarily. Orders were cancelled and 
new contracts came to the -mills so 
slowly that forces were reduced and 
production materially curtailed. Tills 
condition culminated at the end of the 
year. Restoration of normal condi- 
tions, it is stated, depends upon easier 
money and a revival of confidence, both 
of which seem nearer than at any time 
since October. 

The review proceeds: "Probably 
the year might have ended without any 
sensationally high quotations for 
money had it not been for the heavy 
withdrawals of deposits from largo 
trust companies that precipitated a 
season of hoarding. No accurate ttg- 
ures are available regarding the ex- 
tent of this movement, but it is esti- 
mated by well-posted bankers that 
there were drawn from the New York 
banks alone deposits amounting to 
$125,000,000, and perhaps four times 
as much throughout the country. 

Insolvencies were not unusually 
numerous in 1907, despite some in- 
crease in the last quarter, but as the 
year advanced there were more de- 
faults of exceptional extent and lia- 
bilities in the fourth quarter exceeded 
those of any three mouths' period since 
1S!)3. 

"Changes in the Iron and steel in- 
dustry during 1907 were more striking 
than elsewhere, particularly in respect 
to the volume of production. During 
the early part of the year there was a 
gradual increase In output until tho 
high point was reached on July 1, 
with an output of 52S.170 tons of pig 
iron per week. From this point moder- 
ate decreases occurred until toward 
the end of the year it was estimated 
that not more than thirty-three per 
cent, of the entire iron and steel ca 
pa'city was in operation. The leading 
interest in this industry had great con- 
fidence in the future, because at no 
time was work suspended on the plant 
at Gary. . 

"Although in many cases the size of. 
the crops in 1907 fell below some pre- 
ceding years, high prices made the re- 
turn to the farmer much larger than 
ever before. Adding the value of com- 
mon meats, dairy products, poultry, 
eggs, and all other items raised by the 
agriculturist, the year's total attains 
the phenomenal value of $7,400,000,000. 

"The year has been characterized as 
a period of retrenchment in the. shoe 
trade, and prices have, undergone ad- 
justment from the top rates that pre- 
vailed late In 1906. Shoe wholesalers 
throughout the country for several 
years have been so assured of an out- 
let that they have felt warranted in 
buying liberally each successive sea- 
son, but during 1907 they adopted a 
conservative policy. This change was 
first manifested early in the year, and 
at a time when retailers were still dis- 
posed to purchase freely. That the 
course was well founded, however, was 
shown later in the year when the 
money conditions had the inevitable 
effect of restricting business in all de- 
partments of the shoo industry to prac- 
tically a minimum."

Practically Every Line of Ath- 
letics Has Its Adherents 
In Victoria

Whilo 1007 can scarcely have been 
termed a banner period for Victoria,' in 
a, sporting sense from tho view point 
of trophies annexed and champion- 
ships captured, still the, year just 
brought to a close has Been much ac- 
ttcity amongst the local followers of 
athletics. Canadians everywhere aro 
keen admirers of clean manly sport 
and Victorians are. If anything, just 
a wee bit more enthusiastic in some 
respects than anywhere else in tho 
whole wide Dominion. It is not every 
place that can boast of tho great div- 
ersity of sporting recreation afforded 
here," Just about every known branch 
of athletics indulged in by Canadians 
is pursued extensively here, the only 
notable exceptions being ice hockey, 
ice skating and curling, hone of which 
is adaptable to this city because of the 
mild winter climatic conditions which 
prevail. Go down the list and it will 
be seen that both to the native; sons 
and to the visitor to the capital there 
is a diversity of competition which 
cannot be surpassed anywhere on tho 
continent. Horse racing, rowing, foot- 
ball, yachting, basketball, lacrosse, 
lawn tennis, field hockey, rugby foot- 
ball, cricket, golf, boxing, wrestling, 
field and track athletics, fishing and 
hunting — they all have their devotees 
in Victoria. ' 

It has been said that Victoria is only 
hike- warm in its regard for sport, that 
while there is the diversity there is no 
great enthusiasm for any. It is pos- 
sibly bet ause there itre so many varie- 
ties of -port for a person to pursue 
that no great effort has been made in 
the p.-ist couple of years to boom any 
particular branch of the sport, with the 
possible exception probably of soccer 
football which is rapidly gaining ad- 
herents and is now the chief winter 
pastime of the city.' Lacrosse for a 
couple of years has steadily lost ground 
but last summer an effort was made to 
revive the waning interest, and the 
Victoria team, a combination of two 
local intermediate clubs, was formed. 
This team did good work and won tho 
majority of its games. It is hoped to 
have the city back In senior Jaerose 
this year, but much will depend on bow 
the present tangle in amateur athletics 
is otraightmed out. Baseball, while 
it has many admirers here was sadly 
missed last year, there being only a 
few games during the whole season. 
Out of a league of any kind and with 
only a mediocre team of amateurs it 
Is little wonder that but faint Interest 
was betrayed in the American national 
game. A determined effort will bo 
made during the coming season to re- 
vive tlie game here and put it back on 
the same staunch basis it was some 
years buck. The lack of suitable 
grounds close in to the city has been 
largely responsible for the decline of 
both baseball and lacrosse and it is 
hardly likely that either of these sports 
will regain in a full measure its old 
popularity until a p>sylng field nearer 
to the centre of the city than Oak Bai- 
ls found. Oak Bay is too far away 
and the transportation facilities are 
not good enough to ever make it a 
popular resort. 

The turf has a great many followers 
in AMctoria and any race meet properly 
conducted is assured of success here. 
During the past year two most suc- 
cessful mixed harness and running 
meetings .were held, one in June under 
.the auspices of . the Victoria Driving 
club, and the other in September dur- 
ing t lie annual provincial exhibition. 
Tim racing at both these meets was 
perhaps the best it has ever been the 
good fortune of Victorians to witness 
here, and it is Moped that the coming 
summer will see more events of the 
kind. The track has been improved 
wonderfully during the year and is now 
verv fast. Unfortunately the city 
council with its usual shortsighted 
policy has seen fit to curtail the betting 
at tlie race track, passing a resolution 
to that effect. As thr grounds are 
City property the resolution of the 
council majs. hold, but if it does the 
aldermen may just as well say good- 
bye not only to racing as a legitimate 
local sport, but to the provincial ex- 
hibition. It required no wonderful in- 
sight to tell what was responsible for 
the large attendance at the fair last 
fall. Tlie racing took the crowds out 
to the grounds and tlie exhibition itself 
was a mere incidental. Take the rac- 
ing away and there will be no fair, or 
at least 'not enough attendance at the 
grounds daily to make it self-sustain- 
ing as it was last year. It may lie 
that the council's resolution was only 
an election dodge and followers of the 
bangtails and sidewheelers are de- 
voutly hoping that it is, and that the 
row'"! n \\-:'\ be repealed by the new 
council. 

With three strong local cricket clubs, 
the great old English game is more 
than holding its own hereabouts. The 
Oak Bay, Garrison and Victoria clubs 
all enjoyed prosperous seasons last 
year and the coming summer should bo 
the best in the history of the sport. 
Tho Victoria club lost the champion- 
ship of the Pacific coast at Vancouver 
lust August after holding the honor for 
two consecutive years. Tills year the 
annual tournament will be held In Vic- 
toria and it bids fair to be the largest 
in the history oC tlie association. 

Victoria still clings to the field 
hockey championship, the Garrison 
Winning tho honor last winter. Both 
the Garrison and Victoria clubs are

strong again this year and it hardly' 
looks as though Vancouver has a 
chance to beat them out. The season 
opened last month and the Garrison 
won the opening game at Vancouver 
which was a good omen. 

In golf local players arc among the 
foremost on the Pacific C°n- st . Harvey 
Combe ,the secretary of the Victoria 
club being rated tlie best player in the 
Northwest. The United Service Golf 
club is a new organization which is 
doing well, its playing links being at 
Macaulay Point. The Victoria club 
utilizes the Oak Bay links which are 
probably the rno.st picturesque on the 
whole coast. 

Basketball never onjoyod such a 
measure of popularity as It does this 
winter. It is a great winter pastime, 
and is gaining adherents daily. Be- 
sides tlie Y. M. C. A. international 
league, there is a strong city league, 
that has more teams than any similar 
league in Canada, which is not a bad 
boast for a city of 30,000 inhabitants. 

Rowing which has been fostered in 
Victoria by the James Bay Athletic 
association, the oldest and best row- 
ing club on tlie coast, is just as popu- 
lar as ever. The Bays are develop- 
ing a voung crop of oarsmen and last 
summer onlj' one championship came 
to Victoria instead of the usual String 
of victories the local club has to its 
credit. The oldtimers dropped out 
and the voung blood was not just ripe 
enough to jump in and take their 
places. Another year however and the 
youngsters will be there with bells for 
they aro a promising a lot as could bo 
found anywhere. 

Rugby is a strenuous pastime, but 
it has a strong fascination for the 
young bloods. Victoria's rugby team 
Is composed now mostly of young fel- 
lows, the oldtimers having gone into 
retirement. Because of this the city 
has not much to boast about in the 
way of a rugby team at present, but 
the sport is undergoing a revival that 
should again bring this city to the 
front. During last month the old 
British Columbia league was revived 
and Victoria is represented therein. 
While it is too much to expect a 
champion team right off the reel, yet 
the local club should come through 
the season with credit for the material 
is available. Practice is an essential 
to develop a good rugby team as- in 
most sports, and it is hard to get 
players off during the day to practice, 
which is the only time possible at thi3 
season of the year. Victorians are 
too busv to play during the daytime, 
but as "the season wears on and the 
days lengthen to permit of evening 
practice, tho local team should improve 
rapidly. 

Lawn tennis has always been a 
popular sport here and with champions 
being developed in the oity, who can 
beat anything on the coast, it will 
likely continue so. Just at present in 
Bernard Sch.wengers, Victoria has the 
one best bet in tennis circles on the 
Pacific coast. He holds several coast 
titles and good judges assert him tho 
superior of any player in the North- 
west. There are a number of other 
clever players both ladies and gen- 
tlemen here, and the city should hold 
its own in tennis for a long time to 
come. 

Yachting, due doubtless to the popu- 
larity of motoring, fell off some last 
year, and tho Victoria club which long 
held the supremacy on the coast, was 
more or less of a back number. Tho 
club is not dead however, not by a 
long shot, and there promises to be 
an awakening in the sport that will 
again put Victoria's pennants where 
they belong, in the lead. There were 
no regattas at fill last year, and a 
solitary nulug cruise to Redder 
Bay was Ilie only racing event of the 
season for the local club. Next sum- 
mer; however, tl ere will be a number 
Of races hereshoitto and It i-t possible 
that a challei-^r tar tl » Alexandra 
cup will be sour, to sal) uufler tho 
colors of the Victoria club. 

Boxing and wrestling have not had 
much of a call during the past year, 
but there are a number of clever ex- 
ponents o£ both tho art of hit and 
get away and the grappling game in 
this city, and they only require the op- 
portunity to display their prowess. 

Association football is the peer of all 
pastimes in Victoria however. Bight 
senior clubs battled for tho honors In 
tho Victoria district league last fall 
and three senior teams, one inter- 
mediate arid one junior team will 
represent, ilio city in the Vancouver 
Island league. Two championships of 
British Columbia dame to Victoria last 
spring, the intermediate and junior 
titles, while the senior championship 
belongs to Vancouver Island as well, 
Ladysmith holding the honor. The
